Two Gay-Owned Businesses Launch Boycott 

Alameda's Lack of Pride 
Costs the County Big Bucks

In a swift response to the Alameda 
City Council’s rejection of a Gay 
Pride Month Proclamation, Alameda 
businessman Morten Wellhaven 
issued a kind of proclamation of his 
own - by withdrawing $1.25 million 
in corporate banking from the city’s 
Bank of America branch. 


Later that day, on June 23, the lesbian 
owner of a Pt. Richmond T-shirt company, 
Deborah Grossberg, announced she would 
sever all ties with Alameda companies. 

Organizers of the drive for the procla¬ 
mations passage told the Bay Area 
Reporter the boycotts are bittersweet - and 
less sweet than bitter. “We also feel kind of 
sad because we love this town,” said 
Christine Allen of the group Out on The 
Island. “It’s been receiving national atten¬ 


tion, and all of it bad,” said Allen. 

Wellhaven, who is gay, was one of 
more than 75 speakers who tried in vain on 
June 20 to convince the five-member coun¬ 
cil to pass a Gay Pride resolution. The 43- 
year-old founder and current president of 
the San Leandro-based biotechnology 
manufacturer United Scientific Products, 
Inc. told the B.A.R., “I’m old enough to 
have been an illegal human being. To have

Doman: AIDS 
Ed = Gay Agenda

WASHINGTON (UPI) - GOP 
presidential contender 

Representative Bob Dornan 
attacked a federal AIDS education 
program on Thursday, June 22 as 
representative of a “homosexual 
agenda” that has overtaken feder¬ 
al agencies since President 
Clinton took office. 

The California congressman, 
testifying before the Civil Service 
Subcommittee of the House 
Government Oversight 

Committee, let loose a diatribe on 
the federal program. 


“I am concerned that [this 
course] is being used to aggres¬ 
sively advance a redefinition of 
the family, and in many cases, a 
blatant homosexual agenda,” 
Doman said. 

The congressman was the first 
on a long list of witnesses expect¬ 
ed to testify at the hearing, which 
was convened for the considera¬ 
tion of alleged federal employee 
complaints that a mandatory 
AIDS education program goes too 
far in its discussions on how the 
disease is contracted, and in rec¬ 
ommendations for its prevention.

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Migden Moves To Create 
SF Crypto Task Force

Supervisor Carole Migden has moved to create a 
14-member Cryptosporidium Task Force in San 
Francisco. 

Her office said the action was prompted by a recent 
“mini-break out” when local authorities had to call 
hospitals to find out how many immunocompromised 
individuals were affectea. 

Migden has requested that the task force be creat¬ 
ed by August 1, and that guidelines for issuing public 
warnings - when the life-threatening parasite is found 
in the water supply - be in place by October 16, 1995. 

Migden’s office said the supervisor responded to a 
report issued this month by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (ERA), stating that current water 
treatment regulations are insufficient to protect the 
public from the intestinal parasite Cryptosporidium, 
and warning that people with compromised immune 
systems might want to avoid drinking unboiled tap 
water altogether. 

On Monday, June 26 Migden asked City Attorney 
Louise Renne and her staff to prepare legislation that 
would create the Cryptosporidium Task Force in San 
Francisco. 

“San Francisco has been setting the standard for 
addressing the potential health risks associated with 
Cryptosporidium,” Migden said. “The creation of a 
task force to create notification guidelines for the 
immunocompromised community is a logical next 
step, as well as good public health policy.” 

Last March 28 Migden called a public hearing 
before the Health, Public Safety and Environment 
Committee to analyze possible health hazards posed 
by Cryptosporidium in the local water supply. 

Subsequently, Migden introduced a resolution ask¬ 
ing the mayor and Public Utilities Commission to 
increase efforts to maintain the highest quality of 


water in the city and to notify the public of possible 
dangers. 

Migden’s proposal was drafted after she learned 
the water plant in Sunol suffered two treatment fail¬ 
ures earlier in March without issuing sufficient warn¬ 
ing to the public. 

At the March hearing and in previously pub¬ 
lished statements in the B.A.R. Dr. Francis Taylor, 
director of the Bureau of Communicable Disease 
Control for the San Francisco Department of Public 
Health, said Cryptosporidium can be transmitted by 
means other than water including interpersonal con¬ 
tact, or exposure to feces of infected animals and on 
unwashed farm produce. At one point, in a pointed 
interview with the B.A.R., Dr. Taylor specifically 
warned of the dangers of oral/anal contact and the 
practice commonly called “rimming.” Another 
transmission route is through the fecal contact that 
occurs when removing a condom; cleaning up with 
soap and water after anal sex is the best way to 
avoid that danger. 

Statistics provided by Migden’s office said that 
San Francisco had 138 cases of cryptosporidiosis in 
1993, 83 of which were among people with 
HIV/AIDS, and the remainder in people who had 
other immunocompromising illnesses. 

Nationally, Cryptosporidium has been of increasing 
concern to those who monitor and protect clean drink¬ 
ing water supplies, except for Republican 
Congressional leaders who seek to lower drinking 
water standards. A relaxation of standards has already 
made its way through the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

An outbreak of Cryptosporidium in Milwaukee in 
1993 caused over 400,000 people to fall ill, and killed 
over 100 people with HIV/AIDS, Migden’s staff 
warned, adding, “And a similar outbreak in Las Vegas 
a year later killed 34 people with AIDS.” V 


Defendant ‘Unfit’ in Contra Costa 
HIV ffansmission Trial

Citing the deteriorating mental 
stability of an HIV positive man 
accused of assault with a deadly 
weapon. Contra Costa Superior 
Court Judge Richard S. Flier 
denied the request of prosecutors 
to try defendant Forrest Jones on 
charges of not informing a female 
sex partner of his infectious state. 

In his June 21 ruling. Judge 
Flier cited a medical incompeten¬ 
cy report filed by court-appointed 
clinical psychologist Katherine 
Powell. Her report did not offer 
any opinion on whether Jones’s 
condition was cau.sed by AIDS- 
related dementia. The case has 
been closely watched since the 
eventual outcome of a trial would 
have set legal precedent for AIDS- 
related crime in California. Sexual 


transmission of AIDS by a partner 
who does not inform a sexual part¬ 
ner of their status is currently a 
felony or a misdemeanor in 16 
states other than California. 

An unidentified 24-year-old 
San Ramon woman who first 
made the allegations last 
September has so far tested nega¬ 
tive for HIV antibodies, and is 
unlikely to contract the disease 
now that the six-month incubation 
period is up. In her complaint, the 
woman said she and Jones dated 
briefly before an acquaintance of 
his informed her about his condi¬ 
tion. 

In Powell’s report to the court, 
she referred to Jones as “pro¬ 
foundly psychotic” and “acutely 
delusional.” Jones told the psy¬ 
chologist that he is “a Ninja who 
gets Oriental spiritual powers 


from a breathing machine,” and 
that he has no clear concept of the 
legal proceedings against him or 
of his HIV-positive status, accord¬ 
ing to court documents. 

Flier did not make clear in his 
ruling if Jones would ever stand 
trial, or be transferred to a state 
mental hospital where he could be 
housed for up to four years, 
according to penalties for the 
crimes with which he is charged. 

But public defender David 
Coleman, who has been represent¬ 
ing Jones, said that he would like¬ 
ly be sent to a state-run mental 
hospital for prisoners in 
Atascadero. Coleman added that 
while Jones appeared coherent 
when he first appeared before the 
court in February, his condition 
has deteriorated since his impris¬ 
onment. ▼

Community Center Funds 
Are in the Bank

The new Tavern Guild board of 
directors has placed some 
$123,000 in the First 
TransAmerica Bank, for the pur¬ 
pose of purchasing a building that 
can be used for a variety of gay 
and lesbian community needs. 

The consolidated funds are the 
first assets of the Foundation 
Building Fund, and were raised 
several years ago through the 
Tavern Guild, which has recently 
reorganized. 

The priority of the group’s new 
board of directors will be to locate 
a building that meets structural 
and earthquake codes as well as 
Americans With Disabilities Act 


standards and can be made wheel¬ 
chair accessible. The newly-elect¬ 
ed directors are Steve Rascher, 
owner of the now-defunct Lily’s 
Bar, as president; Jose Sarria, also 
known as the Widow Norton, as 
vice president; Stanley Boyd as 
treasurer; and former Lesbian and 
Gay Freedom Day Parade and 
Celebration Committee co-chair 
Linda Lopez as secretary. 

The non-profit group was 
founded as a community service 
group by gay bar and restaurant 
owners during the early 1970s. 
The group was responsible for 
creating and supporting Operation 
Concern, the city’s first lesbian 
and gay mental health agency. 

The Tavern Guild is also 


responsible for creating the popu¬ 
lar Community Thrift Store on 
Valencia Street, where profits are 
plowed back into more than a 
dozen local AIDS and community 
service groups. 

The Tavern Guild board meets 
on the third Monday of each 
month at 6:30 p.m. in the 
Community Room at the Mission 
Police Station, located at 630 
Valencia Street across from the 
Community Thrift Store. The next 
board meeting is scheduled for 
Monday, July 17. T

Former Castro Special 
Patroller Faces Assault Charges 





A MAN’S BARBERSHOP

A former Castro Street patrol special officer has 
been charged with felony aggravated assault and bat¬ 
tery under the cover of authority, stemming from an 
October 19 incident that began in the Pendulum bar. 

A1 Stancombe voluntarily surrendered to police on 
the charges and was booked and released. 

Stancombe is scheduled to appear in San Francisco 
Superior Court to enter a plea on the charges on 
Tuesday, July 11 according to Assistant District 
Attorney Dennis Cashman. 

The case was referred to the District Attorney’s 
office by the San Francisco police management con¬ 
trol division, which interviewed more than a dozen 
eyewitnesses about the attack on suspect Artis Scott. 

The incident was initially investigated by police 
management control, which investigates misconduct 
charges against patrol specials, who are regulated by 
the police commission and - although employed by 
private merchants - have arrest and other law enforce¬ 


ment powers. 

Stancombe, now a law student, faces a maximum 
term of four years in state prison if convicted of the 
felony charges. 

In the October 19 incident, after Stancombe chased 
and apprehended Scott in connection with alleged 
pickpocketing charges, eyewitnesses say that he 
severely assaulted Scott in front of the Pendulum Bar 
before police arrived and took Scott into custody. 

Stancombe declined to comment on the matter on 
the advice of his attorney, except to say that he was 
not guilty of the charges and that Scott was an ex¬ 
felon with a crack cocaine habit. 

Stancombe also said that he believed his legal trou¬ 
bles were “payback” because he has been active in 
organizing lawsuits and protests over the city’s efforts 
to strip such officers of their police powers and has 
been a vocal critic of police overtime pay practices. 

Cashman said the District Attorney’s office had 
more than 200 pages of discovery evidence in the 
case. T

be effective leadership remains to 
be seen.” 


Ammiano’s concerns 

Ammiano told the Bay Area 
Reporter there were several fac¬ 
tors about Bayer’s appointment to 
the job that concerned him. 

“After November, we could 
have a new mayor,” Ammiano 
said. “If Willie Brown, Roberta 
Achtenberg, or Angela Alioto is 
elected, there’s no guarantee that 
they will keep this guy. He’s strict¬ 
ly a Jordan appointment.” And, he 
complained, “he doesn’t have any 
civilian oversight experience.” 

Ammiano has created a city¬ 
wide task force of community 
activists, civil rights experts, and 
police oversight experts to recom¬ 
mend steps to strengthen the 
OCC’s effectiveness. 

“The agency has a negative 
credibility score in the communi¬ 
ty. It has been badly managed, and 
the sustain rate is under that of any 
other watchdog agency in the 
country,” said Intergroup 
Clearinghouse Executive Director 
Jill Tregor. 

“It simply can’t keep up with 


the cases, and many are lost,” she 
complained. “By the time an 
investigator gets to a case, the wit¬ 
nesses have moved or don’t 
remember. And then when cases 
are sustained, the Chief of Police 
doesn’t mete out discipline and 
the OCC looks bad. 

“But it’s not really the CK!C’s 
fault. You have a chief that doesn’t 
believe in discipline,” Tregor said. 

Police Chief Anthony Ribera 
has denied in news reports that he 
is lax on police discipline, and has 
said in his defense that he has fired 
eight officers during his three-year 
tenure. 


Only five off 1,000 
net suspensions 

With an estimated 1,000 com¬ 
plaints against officers each year, 
the CXTC investigated and sus¬ 
tained 67 cases of misconduct 
against officers in 1994, according 
to American Civil Liberties Union 
attorney John Crew. 

In 46 of the 67 cases forwarded 
to him by the Office of Citizen 
Complaints, Ribera took no disci¬ 
plinary action. In 16 of the cases, 
Ribera issued written reprimands. 


which Crew said was the “least 
serious” penalty the chief could 
have meted out to his errant offi¬ 
cers. 

“Only five cases out of 67 
received suspensions,” Crew said. 
“The longest suspension was for 
three days. The rate of actual dis¬ 
cipline on sustained cases is 
minuscule.” 

Although Crew said the ACLU 
“does not support or oppose a can¬ 
didate for public office,” he 
expressed concern about Bayer’s 
lack of experience, and said the 
commission hasn’t offered an 
explanation of why Bayer was the 
most qualified person for the post 
over other candidates. 

Ammiano proposes that Mayor 
Jordan expedite the hiring of at 
least two additional investigators 
to bolster the nine-member OCC 
investigative staff, and said that 
there should be one investigator 
per 150 officers. The agency cur¬ 
rently has one investigator for 
every 210 officers. 

“We all agree that there are 
really good cops. Only about five 
percent of the force seem to be 
responsible for repeated and 
extreme violations,” he said.

Ammiano also said that offi¬ 
cers who have cost the city more 
than $100,000 in out of court set¬ 
tlements should be dismissed from 
the force automatically. 

And, the supervisor told the 
B.A.R., “The funds used to pay 
those out of court settlements 
should come from the police 
department’s own annual budget - 
not from the general fund or from 
AIDS funding.” 

The agency has had a troubled 
relationship with gay and lesbian 
activists since the October 6, 1989 
police action against AIDS 
activists in the Castro. While 
unnecessary force charges were 
sustained against one police cap¬ 
tain in connection with that police 
action, activists and community 
leaders were outraged when an 
OCC investigator ruled the night’s 
police sweep of Castro Street was 
proper conduct. 

The city later paid $200,000 to 
settle a lawsuit brought against it 
by activists, journalists, and bewil¬ 
dered onlookers who had been 
victims of police misconduct and 
brutality in the incident. T

The San Francisco Police 
Commission announced last week 
that Lance Bayer will become the 
director of the city’s police watch¬ 
dog Office of Citizen Complaints, 
effective July 17. 

The troubled agency has been 
without a director since the forced 
resignation of Alfreda Davis- 
Porter last year. 

The 42-year-old Bayer, a grad¬ 
uate of the University of 
California Santa Cruz, was a 
deputy district attorney for the 
Santa Clara County District 
Attorney’s Office for 15 years. He 
graduated with a law degree from 
the University of Southern 
California in 1976, and is perhaps 
best known in the Bay Area for his 
work in Mayor Jordan’s campaign 
to save the San Francisco Giants. 

With a $1.2 million annual 
budget, the beleaguered 13-year- 
old Office of Citizen Complaints 
has been under fire for years by 
critics who charge that the agency 
is understaffed, underfunded, and 
ineffectual. It now has a backlog 
of 300 cases, many of them stem¬ 
ming as far back as 1992. 

Created by a 1982 ballot mea¬ 
sure, the independent police over¬ 
sight agency investigates com¬ 
plaints of police misconduct rang¬ 
ing from brutality and unneces¬ 
sary force to officer discourtesy. It 
also advises the police commis¬ 
sion about policy matters related 
to police procedures involving 
contact with the public. 

Bayer has declined to comment 
publicly on the agency’s internal 
problems, pending an in-house 
review shortly after he takes office 
next month. 

“It’s about time they had some 
leadership,” said Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano. “Whether or not it will

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EDITORIAL 


Back and Fourth 


A s so much of the nation’s 
political landscape gets 
upended these days, we seem 
to see a lot more progressives 
displaying their patriotism 
this Fourth of July. As one friend put it, 
only half-jokingly, “Wrapping ourselves 
in the flag may be the only way to avoid 
getting burned alive by the Republicans.” 

But on a less cynical note, it is obvi¬ 
ous that we have a lot to reflect on this 
Independence Day, and there’s still quite 
a lot to celebrate. 

Solemn commentators like to assign 
the day to Adams and Jefferson and 
Washington, but as important as those 
famous guys were, the successful birth 
of this country was really due to many 
thousands more forgotten men and 
women who fought for their right to live 
free of tyranny, escape taxation without 
representation, and assemble freely to 
exchange knowledge and ideas. If there 
are better reasons for fighting, we don’t 
know them. 

Now that we are fighting for the same 
principles, it is fitting to remember how 
ill-equipped the fledgling country was 
when it fought Great Britain, how disen¬ 
franchised the rebels were, and how 
bleak the situation appeared. When 
America declared her independence it 
was an act that was without precedent: 
nobody knew that it was possible to do 
such a thing, much less whether it could 
be maintained, but the fight went on. 

We wish we could say the story had a 
happy ending, but it hasn’t ended. And 
right now, no, it isn’t particularly happy. 
Tyrants are back to taxing but not repre¬ 
senting, and it’s hard to imagine more 
chilling examples of suppressing ideas 
than “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” and the 
“No Promo Homo” laws favored by 
Senator Jesse Helms. 

Yes, this is definitely a time to recall 
the origin of our country. 

We suggest the best place to do that is 
at the Fourth of July celebration sched¬ 
uled for 10 a.m. at Park and Lincoln 
Streets in Alameda. Yes, Alameda. The 
reason we intend to be there is because 
we want to cheer on the gays and les¬ 
bians who will march to protest that 
county’s lack of a gay pride resolution 
this year. The county should be ashamed 
of itself, and it certainly needs to take a 
close-up look at its homosexual and 
bisexual citizens as they file past. 

The parade is beyond the Bay Bridge, 
of course, which may make it unimagin¬ 
ably inaccessible to many San 
Franciscans, but the trip to Alameda 
pales in comparison with, say, marching 
through Pennsylvanian snow with rags 
for shoes (as an example of the courage 
and dedication of the first American 


patriots). More importantly, it is always a 
good idea to lend support to outlying 
communities; anyone who can spare the 
time will be greatly appreciated. Besides 
which, it should be fun. 

Speaking of parades, we noticed at 
last weekend’s march to the U.N. festiv¬ 
ities that few of the people who were at 
Castro and Market joined in as it headed 
downtown. San Francisco, a city that 
once had a reputation for political 
involvement, turned out a crowd of less 
than 500 to bring the matter of homo¬ 
phobia to the world’s largest governing 
body; the rest stood on the sidelines and 
gawked like heterosexuals. It was very 
surprising. 

Several of the gawkers were wearing 
T-shirts for various mayoral candidates; 
since we have to believe they didn’t buy 
them for the color schemes, we have to 
assume the people who wore them con¬ 
sider themselves political. But not 
enough to march, apparently. (Of course, 
the heat was unbearable; the big annual 
gay pride march was going on in New 
York; and another gay parade was hap¬ 
pening in Los Angeles. Those all con¬ 
tributed to the meager turnout, but still, it 
wasn’t as though the bars were going 
begging for customers.) 

We don’t mean to nag on this holiday 
weekend. We just want to point out that 
it’s getting harder to convince the rest of 
the population that we’re numerous 
enough to care about when it’s always 
the same gang of suspects carrying our 
banners. 

Finally, we hope those who avoided 
the heat by not marching did something 
else to make the world a better place: 
perhaps by writing the White House, or a 
senator, or state Attorney General Dan 
Lungren. In its own way, that is as 
important as marching through Valley 
Forge, San Francisco, or Alameda.

The Quilt and 
Guilt at the U.N.

ACT UP/San Francisco 

» t was a slap in the face to all queers 
H living with AIDS that the Names 
I Project, Inc. chose to officially 
endorse the United Nations’ 50th 
Anniversary by displaying the quilt as 
part of the recent U.N. 50 celebration 
activities. 

It is common knowledge that last 
year the U.N. unfairly expelled the 
International Lesbian and Gay 
Association (ILGA), the only organiza¬ 
tion at the United Nations that repre¬ 
sented international gay and lesbian 
rights. The expulsion of ILGA was the 
result of a campaign of hatred and fear 
orchestrated by arch-homophobe 
Senator Jesse Helms of North Carolina. 

It seems that the United Nations’ act 
of global queer bashing was of little 
concern to the folks at the Names 
Project, which eagerly desecrated the 
memory of thousands of gay men and 
lesbians who died of AIDS by unfurling 
their names under the U.N. 50 celebra¬ 
tion banner. What is even more insulting 
is that the quilt was displayed at Yerba 
Buena Gardens: a homo-hostile site that 
earlier this year was targeted by the 
Lesbian Avengers for their dykephobic 
policies. 

This whole situation would be 
appalling enough if the Names Project 
had merely been ignorant of the United 
Nations’ campaign to silence queer 
voices by ousting ILGA. However, 
when questioned by ACT UP San 
Francisco, Greg Lugliani, Director of 
Communications for the Names Project, 
stated that the group was well aware of 
the U.N.’s homophobic policy. 

“By participating in the commemora¬ 
tion, we were not making any political 
statements,” commented Lugliani. “We 
took the U.N.’s position on ILGA into 
consideration but felt that the advan¬ 
tages of reaching world leaders with the 
message of AIDS outweighed that con¬ 
cern.” 

It is sickening that the exposure of 
the Names Project death tarp (and, no 
doubt, the financial rewards that such 
exposure gamers) is more important to 
that organization’s leaders than con¬ 
fronting the homophobia that made 
AIDS the international plague that it is 
today. Contrary to what Lugliani 
claims, the Names Project has made a 
political statement by officially partic¬ 
ipating in the U.N. 50 celebration. 

That statement is that queers don’t 
matter to them; that the Names Project 
is willing to remain silent in the face of 
homophobia rather than challenge it by 
not lending their name to the list of offi¬ 
cial U.N. commemoration activities. 

This affront to gays, lesbians, and 
people with HIV disease is only the lat¬ 
est disgusting example of how for main¬ 
stream AIDS organizations have drifted 
from the communities they supposedly 
serve. 

The board of directors and leadership 
of the Names Project, Inc. should be 
ashamed of themselves, considering 
that their organization’s founders were 
gay men. 

Queers and people living with AIDS 
should be outraged. ▼

AIDS and literary 
reputation 

Wendell Ricketts’s review of Laura Antoniou’s 
Looking for Mr. Preston (May 4), a collection of 
memorial pieces, contains many ideas and opin¬ 
ions with which one might agree or disagree. As 
with every book review it reflects the (one hopes) 
considered thoughts of the reviewer. I have no 
great complaints with Ricketts’s judgement of the 
book - which I like more then he does - but rather 
with the supposition he puts forth in his opening 
paragraph: “In modem gay life, perhaps no single 
act is more beneficial to the literary reputation than 
dying of AIDS.” 

Ricketts may have intended some irony here - 
if so, it is incidental and badly stated - but this 
statement is so patently untrue, so insulting to 
those writers who are stmggling with HIV and 
AIDS that it deserves quick retort. To suggest that 
any writer benefits from an AIDS-related death is 
simply absurd. The literary reputations of all writ¬ 
ers would benefit from their living long, produc¬ 
tive lives and growing as artists. 

Over the past fifteen years we have seen innu¬ 
merable gay male writers die in mid-career. Their 
works have remained unfinished, unpublished, and 
unread. Often their biological families, embar¬ 
rassed by the openly queer content of their work, 
have suppressed their books and manuscripts. 
Sometimes even the most well-meaning friends do 
not have the knowledge, the resources, or the heath 
to deal with the unpublished or out-of-print work 
of deceased writers. It is impossible to calculate 
the devastation of AIDS on gay life and writing. 
No one - not one writer, not one reputation, not 
audiences, not our community - has ever benefited 
from AIDS. 

The task of helping writers who are struggling 
with AIDS or who have died of AIDS is ever pre¬ 
sent. We, as a community, have created institutions 
such as Safe House to help the estates and the sur¬ 
vivors of deceased gay artists deal with their work. 
Organizations like PEN have created special grant 
programs to help support gay writers struggling 
with AIDS. Many of us have helped individually to 
publish and promote the works of writers who 
were sick or dying. I personally have facilitated the 
publication of seven writers who were ill or 
deceased, including my lover, the poet Walta 
Borawski. John Preston’s last three books, left 
unfinished at the time of his death, would not have 
been published without the help of Michael 
Lowenthal and the support of Dutton Books and 
University Press of New England. Michele 
Karlsberg has ensured that the posthumous works 
of Assoto Saint and Stan Leventhal have made it 
into print. These are just a few examples. We do 
this not to enhance our own reputations, or to make 
money, but because we realize - even after a life is 
cut short by AIDS - that it is vital that these works 
are published. Literary reputations do not benefit 
by AIDS. They are, we have seen again and again.

Flush Frisk 

Frisk, screened June 18 at the conclusion of the 
Gay/Lesbian Film Festival, was one of the most 


virulently anti-gay movies I have seen, full of 
internalized homophobia and self-hatred. The only 
point of this humorless exercise seemed to be to try 
to prove that there actually are gays who are as 
sick and perverted as Jesse Helms, Pat Robertson, 
and Fred Phelps claim us all to be. For Frameline 
to have chosen to include this film in the 
Gay/Lesbian Film Festival displayed a shocking 
lapse of judgement. What a downer to end Gay 
Pride Week and the Film Festival on this sad note. 
I felt like I’d been slimed after watching this 
movie, and it made me really angry. I wish I had 
joined the steady stream of people who walked out 
starting about half-way through, but I was just 
numb with shock. 

Frisk portrays the idealized gay man as a dis¬ 
passionate serial killer who casually murders other 
gay men. He is a handsome, muscular, desirable 
hunk, who appears, talks, and acts normal in every 
way. The victims allow themselves to be tied up 
and hacked to pieces without resisting. They’re not 
suicidal, just apathetic. What makes this film so 
disturbing is the fact that the killer is such a stereo¬ 
typical gay hunk and the victims are so willing, as 
if brutal murder is just a normal everyday aspect of 
gay sex, and ending up covered with blood and 
gore from head to foot is just what we do all the 
time. Frisk is a chilling, disturbing, degrading, 
graphic, and pointless film, and it should not have 
been included in the Film Festival. 

If the Lesbian «fe Gay Film Festival stands for 
anything at all, and if it is intended to represent the 
gay/lesbian community in any way. Frameline has 
dealt us a blow with this offensive film that the far 
right could never hope to achieve. Frameline’s 
board of directors owes the entire gay/lesbian com¬ 
munity a sincere apology. They should donate 
every penny of the box office proceeds to charity. 

The producer, Marcus Hu, and director, Todd 
Verow, should voluntarily withdraw Frisk from cir¬ 
culation and maybe think seriously about getting 
therapy and pursuing another line of work. I am 
not advocating censorship, just a little sensitivity. 
Free speech is an inalienable right that carries a 
heavy responsibility not to harm others. Does 
every flush of the toilet deserve to be displayed in 
a museum or on a movie screen? Hu and Verow 
have insulted everything that the gay/lesbian 
movement stands for with this horrible film.

The gay community of San Francisco fashions 
itself a sophisticated set.

In a challenge, the 19th San Francisco 
International Lesbian and Gay Festival ended its 
annual run. Its final presentation - Frisk, with its 
touted uncompromisingly compromised violence - 
promised fervor.

There were the sounds of 
people exiting the theatre. Sick! sick!, one patron 
screeched. By the time the credits rolled, intoler¬ 
ance was epidemic.

Maybe we - the gay brethren - are just naive. 
Maybe some of us didn’t realize that the film, 
based on a book by Dennis Cooper, was not going 
to be the new Priscilla, Queen of the Dungeon. 
The film is flawed. But even as a literary work it is 
no masterpiece - its inevitable willingness to sell 
short its provocative fiction creates mountains out 
of molehills. Its resolutions are too easy, finally 
dousing the flames of primitive reproach. The film 
is no more than a pale imitation of the book. My 
feeling is not that Frisk goes too far, but that is 
does not go far enough. 

Ultimately, the quality of the film is irrelevant. 
What is important is the quality of the audience. 
The Gay and Lesbian Film Festival is a vital forum 
for an emerging complexity of vision. Its most 
important responsibility is not to entertain but to 
nourish the integrity of our future. It does a fine 
job. I would rather see the festival show a dozen 
ambitious failures then settle for accessible medi¬ 
ocrity. Retreat to the Kabuki for that kind of treat¬ 
ment - it is always there. The gentleman who 
shouted Sick! sick! should remember how Torch 
Song Trilogy plays in Peoria. If supporters and 
members demand a level of achievement of their 
admission price, then they should do some more 
housecleaning: they should demand a level of 
achievement of themselves. Frameline, thank you 
for a brilliant showing.

The problems with pride

A s it drew nearer and near¬ 
er to the Pride Parade, the 
question on everyone’s 
lips at work and at play 
(even the straight people) seemed 
to be about plans for the weekend. 
Overwhelmingly, people had no 
plans, at least none that involved 
the parade, especially the lesbians 
and bisexual women I encoun¬ 
tered. A few people said they’d 
watch it on TV, but most planned 
to do laundry, take it easy, or go 
on a day drive or something. 

Even though I wasn’t planning 
on attending the parade for rea¬ 
sons of my own, I was curious as 
to why other people weren’t 
attending. I asked around. The 
most popular answers were: “Too 
boring.” “Too many people.” 
“Everyone looks alike.” “Too 
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commercial.” “Not political 
enough.” 

“But what about the new 
theme, ‘A World Without 
Borders?”’ I asked those who 
claimed the event was too 
homogenous, too corporate, and 
apolitical. 

The title change didn’t matter 
to most. One white, lanky, cute 
computer geek, an intellectual 
gay man with wire-rimmed 
glasses seeking same, had this to 
say: “Changing the title is not 
going to change the parade in 
one year. It will still be the same 
ten queer people cloned over and 
over until there’s half a million 
of them.” 

Of course, the tanned men get 
cloned more often than the women 
- who are, in turn, cloned more 
often than the transsexuals. 

A few other people were some¬ 
what offended by this new theme. 
“Gay people have just as many 
borders as straight people. It’s an 
insult for them to sit up there pre¬ 
tending that race and class aren’t 
problematic issues for us, too. ... 
Maybe even more so because peo¬ 


ple in this community spend so 
much time pretending that their 
shit don’t stink.” This from one 
woman who most certainly didn’t 
attend the June 18 soiree. 


The thrill has gone 

I talked to two other women 
after the parade who also did not 
attend the event but did watch it 
on TV. One watched for 20 min¬ 
utes; the other for 30. The thrill of 
seeing so many queers on the 
boob tube wore off and eventually 
became, well, boring. 

I must admit that I, too, 
watched the parade on TV. I lasted 
an hour before turning it off. 
Some people besides those com¬ 
mentators, however, must have 
been having a damn good time 
watching the parade on the air¬ 
waves because KOFY TV 20 
extended their live coverage of the 


celebration beyond their set 1 p.m. 
cutoff time because they received 
so many positive phone calls. 

The June 17 Dyke March was 
the pride event for many women 
who opted to attend only one 
march. One woman put it thusly: 
“I want to be where the girls are. 
The boys can have Sunday. Hell, 
they always had it anyway. Them 
and the rich women.” Her senti¬ 
ments seemed to echo those of 
many I talked to, even if theirs 
were not quite so succinctly put. 

My first instinct, when I 
thought about the parade and the 
various issues it brings up, was to 
shrug my shoulders and declare, 
“Well, what can I say? Pride’s not 
for everyone.” But then I thought 
about exactly what that means. 
Maybe in its present incarnation 
the Pride Parade isn’t for every¬ 
one, but it should be, shouldn’t 
it? T

Many people sign up for fre¬ 
quent flier programs who don’t 
fly frequently enough to take 
advantage of the miles they 
accumulate. A group of smart 
older lesbians who call them¬ 
selves Old Lesbians Organizing 
for Change have a suggestion for 
those people: donate your 
unused miles and help an old 
dyke get to Minnesota. 

Plans are underway now for 
the first “International Gathering 
by and for Old Lesbians,” 
according to the June, 1995 
issue of The OLOC Reporter, 
published in Houston. The gath¬ 
ering is planned for Minnesota 
in August, 1996; the exact time 
and place will be announced 
later. 

“We do not believe, unfortu¬ 
nately, that anyone gets exempt¬ 
ed from the pervasive ageism 
that continues to exist in our 
society. We have high hopes that 
as we confront it we can change 
it so that not Just a few, but all of 
us are treated with the dignity 
each human being deserves,” 
The OLOC Reporter says. 

The publication also suggests 
people “think of the ways you 
want to participate in this gather¬ 
ing. ... Make it po.ssible for 


overseas old lesbians to attend. 
Make a list of all the old lesbians 
you know everywhere in the 
world and be ready to send them 
our first flyer that will appear 
with the next issue.” 

Two points about the gather¬ 
ing have, already been estab¬ 
lished: “old,” in this context at 
lea.st, is defined as “60 or older 
(anyone born in 1936 or 
before),” and wherever it will be, 
it will be in a wheelchair acces¬ 
sible location. 

Also being sought for the 
gathering is an artist who can 
create what the planning com¬ 
mittee describes as “a poster 
which can best represent our 
gathering, its dreams and aspira¬ 
tions.” The artwork will be used 
on flyers and posters, plus T- 
shirts - and even cups. It will 
also be included as part of an art 
display at the gathering

Q kay, we admit it; not 
everyone likes business, 
but every once in a while 
someone comes up with a 
business that a lot of people would 
like to stick their noses in. And 


this one, from the people at 
Renard Inc. of Tulsa, is a dilly. 

According to its catalogue, 
Renard makes “comfortable 
understatements [underwear] for 
the well endowed and all the rest.” 
And for the rest, or at least those 
among the rest who don’t want to 
look like it, is what the firm calls 
the Pickle and describes as “A 
wish come true.” 


Meaning? “Enhance your ego 
with this ‘man-sized’ pickle. 
Shipped in conjunction with an 
adaptation of our Aussie brief that 
has a pocket for the pickle and still 
allows accessibility when you get 
to the real thing.” In other words, 
it’s kind of like a strap-on, but for 
men. Gym socks are no longer the 
order of the day when it comes to 
basket stuffing; now the well- 
heeled but less than well-endowed 
can plunk down $27.50 for this 
individually fashioned/aicc-cuke. 

Each pickle is individual, since 
Renard is a job shop: they keep 
very little inventory on hand and 
the products are made after the 
order is received. You choose the 
fabric and the style, and delivery 
can take four to six weeks. It comes 
in four sixes - medium, large, extra 
large, and small (yeah, right).

Chevron shows 
hope in gay 
workplace issues 

Large progressive companies 
in the Bay Area such as AT&T, 
Apple, and Levi Strauss have sup¬ 
portive policies for lesbian and 
gay employees currently in place 
and are frequently lauded for it. 
Considering the usually conserva¬ 
tive nature of oil industry leaders, 
it may come as some surprise to 
know that Chevron Corporation 
has also begun to adopt some pro¬ 
gressive policies. 

Until this year, Chevron was 
the only oil company with a non¬ 
discrimination policy including 
sexual orientation. However, in 
January, Amoco Corporation also 
added “sexual orientation” to its 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
(EEO) statement. And employee 
groups at oil giants such as Amoco 
and Exxon are now forming. 

Perhaps because Chevron is 
headquartered in normally gay- 
friendly San Francisco, with an 
active and vocal lesbian and gay 
employee group since 1991, sexu¬ 
al orientation is included in the 
company’s diversity training, 
according to information provided 
to us by Brent Lok and Gary 
Demyen. While the Chevron 
Lesbian and Gay Employees 
Association (CLGEA) is not yet 
officially recognized by Chevron, 
they have contributed to the com¬ 
pany’s awareness and attitude on 
gay related issues. 

Chevron employees can desig¬ 
nate their domestic partners as 
beneficiaries for a number of com¬ 
pany benefits - but not all - and 
the independent employee credit 
union extends membership to 
domestic partners. 

Chevron’s long-standing sup¬ 
port of several AIDS service orga¬ 
nizations includes a $125,000 
grant to Project Open Hand to 
purchase its current facility, and 
sponsorship of teams in the AIDS 
Walk and Women and Cancer 
Walk. 

Kirk Nass and Pam Costa, co¬ 
chairs of the Chevron gay/lesbian 
employee group, say that while 
the company is an industry leader 


in every pecket 


on gay-related issues, there is still 
a long way to go.

Glen Park 
Books opens 

About two months ago, les¬ 
bians Pat Cull and Jill Gasowski 
opened Glen Park Books at 2788 
Diamond Street. It’s a lot like a 
small town out there, they say, and 
they are responding to diverse 
community needs and interests. 

The business partners both 
recently retired from longtime 
jobs: Pat was a carpenter for 21 
years and Jill worked for Pacific 
Bell for 27 years. Both love books 
and came up with the idea that “We 
could do it if we did it together.” 

The Glen Park neighborhood is 
fairly small, Pat told the B.A.R., 
with a lot of gay men and lesbians 
living there. “The neighborhood is 
very happy to have us here,” she 
said. “It’s like a small town, with 
Diamond and Chenery the main 
intersection.” Their shop is a cou¬ 
ple of doors off that intersection. 
Their goal is to meet the needs of 
the diverse community, including 


(but not restricted to) a fairly com¬ 
prehensive gay and lesbian sec¬ 
tion. Their store also stocks chil¬ 
dren’s books and bestsellers - but 
in limited numbers; the women 
prefer to have just a few copies of 
a great many titles.

It took them four months to 
transform a raw space into a neat 
book nook with about 850 square 
feet of sales space. Both did the 
carpentry - with a little help from 
their friends, they say. (At one 
work session prior to opening 
there were about 25 women help¬ 
ing with the sanding and staining.) 

Even now that all that work has 
been finished, a welcome helper 
has remained at Glen Park Books. 
She’s the little store dog - a two 
and a half pound Yorkie age three 
- named Jesse Jane.

to 8 p.m. Monday through 
Saturday, and on Sunday from 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m.

S an Francisco’s two major 
weeklies - The San 
Francisco Bay Guardian 
and SF Weekly - took 
notably different approaches to 
covering local Pride Week events. 
Actually, one paper just didn’t 
bother. 

Anyone reading the June 14-20 
issue of SF Weekly would get the 
impression that not much was 
happening that week in the les¬ 
bian/gay/bisexual communities. 
The newspaper’s pre-Parade cov¬ 
erage was nonexistent. The only 
official acknowledgment of the 
Parade itself (June 18) consisted 
of three - very small - lines of 
type, buried in the paper’s 
“Events” calendar. 

By contrast, the Bay Guardian 
featured Pride Week as its cover 
for the June 14-20 issue. A full- 
color photo - of two lesbians and 
lots of daisies - appeared under 
the large pink banner: “Gay Pride 
‘95.” Inside, the newspaper print¬ 
ed a lengthy investigative report 
on Harvey Milk artifacts (“Got 
Milk?” by Susan Gerhard), a fea¬ 
ture on “The Parade’s True 
Purpose” (by Robin Stevens), and 
an extensive listing of events sur¬ 
rounding “the largest Gay Pride 
parade in the nation” (“Pride ‘95” 
by Jodi Levin).

Second-rate 

Journalism 

In her June 15, 1995 column, 
advice guru Ann Landers printed a 
letter from a “52-year-old gay 
father.” The man explained: “My 
entire family knows I am gay. My 
companion, Jason, and I live near 
my children, and they often come 
home for dinner. ... My oldest son 
is getting married soon. He asked 
if I would be able to contribute 
something toward the cost of the 
wedding. ... I agreed. ... A week 
later, my son told me he did not 
want me to bring Jason to the 
wedding because some of his 
friends are not as understanding as 
he is, and he doesn’t want to be 
embarrassed on his wedding day.” 

The gay father also pointed out 
that “his ex-wife and her 
boyfriend will be attending the 
wedding.” 

“I find this double standard 
insulting,” he wrote. He then sin¬ 
cerely asked Landers what he 
should do, and concluded, “Any 
help you can give would be appre¬ 
ciated.” 

Landers replied: “Too bad your 
son is such a wimp, but it sounds 
to me that he’s being pressured by 
his fiancee. Leave the decision to 
Jason. If he is a first-rate fellow, 
he will encourage you to attend 
the wedding without him. ... 
When all the unpleasantness is 
over, you will be glad you took the 
high road.” 

Since when is ignoring bigotry 
a matter of “taking the high road?” 
In her reply, Landers does not 
acknowledge (or can’t compre¬ 
hend) the obvious heterosexism of 
the “double standard” described 
by her letter writer. And while her 
description of the man’s son as a 
“wimp” could be admirable, it 
misses the mark here. Standing 
alone, the “wimp” label just isn’t 
enough. 

As a social problem, homopho¬ 
bia is a bit more serious than 
“wimpiness.” Yet Landers does 


not describe the son’s behavior (or 
anyone else’s) as homophobic, 
though it clearly is. In this way, 
she manages to discount and trivi¬ 
alize the prejudice experienced by 
lesbian and gay people. 

The lowest point in Landers’ 
June 15 column is her suggestion 
that the father’s partner - “if he 
was a first-rate fellow” - would 
just stay home. In other words, 
“first-rate fellows” are gay men 
who encourage their lovers to pre¬ 
tend they don’t exist. 

Such advice is an insult of 
supernatural proportions. It is, 
however, just one among many 
“Landers Slanders.” 

It seems that Ann Landers digs 
herself into a deeper hole every 
time she addresses an lesbian, gay, 
or bisexual issue. In 1991 she told 
a mother that her daughter’s 
domestic partner had no right to 
be included in a family photo¬ 
graph. In 1992 Landers decided to 
hold a postcard poll on whether or 
not lesbians and gays are miser¬ 
able sinners. That year, she also 
defamed bisexuals and spread 
misinformation about AIDS. 
“Since AIDS has reared its ugly 
head, I would not advise any 
woman to continue in a relation¬ 
ship with a man who has sex with 
another male,” she told the lover 
of a bisexual man. In 1994, 
Landers advised her readers to 
keep information about homosex¬ 
uality away from “confused” les¬ 
bian and gay teens. “I’m not about 
to tell a 13-year-old that he or she 
may be homosexual,” Landers 
declared, “Thirteen is too early to 
tell for certain.” (Apparently, how¬ 
ever, she would have no problem 
telling a 13-year-old that she or he 
might be heterosexual). 

Clearly, this advice columnist 
needs some good advice herself. 
Send plenty of it to Ann 
Landers, P.O. Box 11562, 
Chicago IL 60611-0562. You 
might also ask Landers to live up 
to the higher standards set by her 
sister — and advice column com¬ 
petitor — Abigail Van Buren 
C‘Dear Abby”); Van Buren recent¬ 
ly apologized for some homopho¬ 
bic advice she gave and publicly 
stated her commitment to promot¬ 
ing “understanding and accep¬ 
tance of gays and lesbians.” 


Read all about it 

As far as lesbian or gay sub¬ 
jects go, the school children of 
California seldom “read all about 
it.” In fact, their textbooks have 
generally avoided the matter alto¬ 
gether. The consequences of such 
ignorance are devastating, to say 
the least. 

While the state board of educa¬ 
tion is ultimately responsible for 
approving (or disapproving) text¬ 
book content, board members are 
advised by a “Curriculum 
Development and Supplemental 
Materials Commission” 

(CDSMC), which also advises the 
superintendent of public instruc¬ 
tion on all textbook matters. 

The board of education 
appoints 13 members to the 
CDSMC for four-year terms, and 
the terms of four CDSMC mem¬ 
bers will expire this October. In 
making CDSMC appointments, 
the board of education is supposed 
to keep the commission’s compo¬ 
sition “reflective of California’s 
general population, within the 
specific constraints of law.” In 
practice, however, such diversity 
is seldom realized. 

There has been a particular 
lack of lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
representation on the CDSMC, 
which is not all that surprising. 
The members of the board of edu¬ 
cation - who appoint the members 
of the CDSMC - are themselves 
appointed by Governor Wilson, 
and he just happens to be a homo¬ 


phobic bigot. 

Unfortunately, the California 
board of education “thinks” a lot 
like Pete Wilson. 

Whatever the obstacles or 
odds, it is vital that lesbian and 
gay citizens seek a place at this 
commission’s table. The CDSMC 
plays a pivotal role in determining 
whether of not the State’s 1,0(X)+ 
public school districts will pro¬ 
vide fair and factual information 
about homosexuality.

A commemopation 
of a commemopation

e careful what you wish 
for” could have been the 
watchword of the New 
York police department’s 
Greenwich Village detail. In 1969 
they went busting into the 
Stonewall Inn, trying to get the 
queers out of queer bars. And in 
one short year they had seen how 
their effort had worked: this week 
in 1970 saw literally thousands of 
“gays” - as homosexuals were 
now calling themselves - out of 
the bars and parading in the 
streets. 

The big riot in 1969 is now rec¬ 
ognized around the world as the 
beginning of the gay rights move¬ 
ment (which of course it wasn’t) 
but it was the hard work in 1970 
that made Stonewall a household 
name. If not for the people who 
planned a commemoration of the 
night the hustlers and drag queens 
fought the police, it would have 
been an isolated incident, and not 
the sort of thing a million queers 
would remember in the nation’s 
capital 25 years later. 

Why a parade? If the gay rights 


movement were bom now, in 
these something-for-everybody 
politics of the 1990s, a walk down 
the street might not be the political 
vehicle of choice. But flamboyant 
street theatrics, passionate 
Vietnam War protests, and “zaps” 
by radical feminists were the 
height of fashion, so a parade it 
was. One 1970 Gay Liberation 
Front poster portrayed jeans-clad 
women and men skipping arm in 
arm, hailing this new generation 
to “come out” at the Christopher 
Street Parade. 

More than 10,000 people 
walked down venerable Fifth 
Avenue, the thoroughfare usually 
reserved for returning war veter¬ 
ans and ballplayers. The day of 
celebration ended up at New 
York’s Central Park for a “gay- 
in.” 

A group in San Francisco also 
celebrated Stonewall by marching 
to Golden Gate Park, where 2(X) 
lesbians and gays shed what was 
left of their clothing and their inhi¬ 
bitions. 

Nearly 1,200 marchers and 
about 15,000 onlookers celebrated 
Gay Day in deeply homophobic 


Los Angeles, despite pressure 
from the Los Angeles Police 
Department to shut them down. 
The American Civil Liberties 
Union stepped in after the LAPD 
tried to slap a $1.5 million liabili¬ 
ty insurance requirement, a 
$1,500 bond, and special police 
costs. The Christopher Street West 
Parade down Hollywood 
Boulevard went off without a 
hitch. 

San Francisco historian Greg 
Pennington said of the 25 years of 
parades that have passed, ‘They 
have been a mirror reflecting who 
we are as a diverse collection of 
communities. It has always 
reflected our struggles and victo¬ 
ries of the previous year.” 

Feminist Kate Millet succinct¬ 
ly explained the importance of 
commemorating Stonewall when 
she told a reporter at the 1970 
New York march, “It makes you 
see it can all be new.” ▼

Gay Sports Clubs Raft Down 
Upper Cache River

The Marin Hike and Bike Club, 
an affiliate program of the 
Spectrum Center for Lesbian, Gay 
and Bisexual Concerns in Marin 
County, plans to join six other gay 
sports clubs - including Tsunami, 
MAX, Frontrunners, and Different 
Spokes - for an exciting Whitewa¬ 
ter rafting adventure down the 
Upper Cache River next Saturday 
and Sunday, July 8 and 9. 

If your geography is a little 
hazy, the Upper Cache River is 
two hours northeast of the Bay 
Area, in an area of Northern 
California that is still relatively 
remote. If your knowledge of 
watersports is limited, whitewater 
rafting has nothing to do with 


those boring Senate hearings on 
C-SPAN and all to do with plung¬ 
ing over deadly falls supported 
only by a raft of hormones and a 
raft of the floating variety. Last 
year 100 men took part in a simi¬ 
lar testosterone-charged event at 
the same locale, complete with a 
1970s retro disco party on 
Saturday night. 

Marin Hike and Bike was orga¬ 
nized six years ago, Dreher told 
the B.A.R., and has about 200 
members today. Members may be 
more energized than the average 
person but they are not, as a rule, 
buff youngsters hurling them¬ 
selves into manly pursuits; 
according to Dreher, who is 30 
years old, most Hike and Bike 
members are between 35 and 40. 


And don’t let the name lead 
you to underestimate the club’s 
true scope: Marin Hike and Bike 
offers diverse sporting events such 
as roller blading, camping, and 
skiing, Dreher said, as well as 
plenty of hiking and biking, of 
course. The club also organized 
Gay Day at the Mt. Tamalpais 
Mountain Theatre last year. 

Tsunami, a popular Bay Area 
gay men’s swim club, did the 
organizing for the whitewater raft¬ 
ing trip this year, Dreher said. 
Mark Morris, “cruise director” for 
Tsunami, based in the city, said 
the club now has 90 members who 
range in age from 19-58. One 
Tsunami member. Dale Zink, won 
a gold medal at the Gay Games 
last year. ▼

The administration ordered all federal agencies to 
provide HIV and AIDS prevention courses to their 
employees in late 1993. Dornan told the panel that his 
office has since been “flooded” with calls of com¬ 
plaint from employees offended by the course’s con¬ 
tent. 

“Calls and letters to my office indicate that much 
of the training has included graphic discussions about 
sexual activities that many federal employees view as 
lewd, objectionable and humiliating,” Dornan contin¬ 
ued. 

‘Not Grandma!’ 

Dornan presented numerous examples of such 
alleged objectionable discussions, including descrip¬ 
tions of “sex toys and flavored condoms,” “oral and 
anal sex,” and the use of plastic wrap when condoms 
are not available. 

“A federal worker who underwent training recalled 
she was shocked and upset when the instructor per¬ 
sonalized anal sex for each person by saying that 
[their] grandmothers probably practiced birth control 
by participating in anal sex,” he said. 

“She went on to say, ‘I was highly offended. I have 
a very godly grandmother, and I just broke down and 
cried. 

“T guess they were trying to say homosexuals do 
it that way and so did your grandmother,”’ he quoted 
the employee as saying. 

“The HIV/AIDS training in question goes far 
beyond a reasonable objective,” Dornan said. “Sex 
education for adults does not in any way improve a 
federal worker’s ability to perform their job.” 

Subcommittee Chairman John Mica of Florida 
said in his opening statement that he believed there 
may be a place for federal employee AIDS training in 


certain circumstances - but the Republican also said if 
the federal AIDS program had “gone astray,” it would 
be the panel’s duty to “keep future programs within 
proper bounds.” 

“AIDS is a horrific disease,” Mica said. “It is fatal, 
and there is no cure. It is rightly feared by everyone.” 


Accidents yes, 
condoms no 

“It is appropriate to teach federal employees how 
to deal safely with workplace accidents or injuries that 
might expose them to AIDS,” Mica continued. “It is 
appropriate to teach supervisors what to do if an 
employee discloses he or she is HIV positive or has 
AIDS, and to teach employees about the insurance 
and retirement options available to employees who 
are HIV positive or have AIDS. 

“However,” Mica said, “my constituents would be 
outraged to discover their tax dollars were used to 
force federal employees to use a condom.” 

Allan Heuerman, associate director of Human 
Resources Systems Services at the Office of 
Personnel Management, told the committee the AIDS 
training program has been successful, despite the 
recent criticism. 

“The administration’s policy ... is based on the 
premise that it is in the employer’s self-interest to 
have an informed and educated workforce with 
regards to HIV and AIDS,” Heuerman said. 

“There have been instances of employees refusing 
to work in the same office as a co-worker with HIV. 
By preventing such incidents, the training can help 
enhance productivity and ensure employees are treat¬ 
ed fairly. 

“At the same time,” he continued, “we understand 
that .some employees may have strong, personal 
objections to participating in these courses. In such 
instances, it is up to the agency as to how to handle 
these situations.” T

Summer Activities for Gay Youth

A cutting-edge summer arts 
program for lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, and questioning 
youth will begin Monday, June 3 
under the sponsorship of Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Information 
Center. 

The program at the Eureka 
Valley Recreation Center, located 
at 100 Colling wood Street in the 
Castro, features a series of five 
free workshops for youth under 24 
in dance, drama, art, writing, and 
self-defense. 

“The workshops meet twice a 
week for four weeks,” according 
to LYRIC organizer Oren 
Slozberg. “The purpose of the 
program is to provide youths 
something to do. Not everybody’s 
looking for a job in the summer. 
It’s something to think about 
instead of hanging out on the 
street,” he said. 

Funded partially through 
United Way and The Mayor’s 
Office of Children, Youth and 
their Families, the arts program is 
“a creative and safe space” for 
queer, transgender, and question¬ 
ing youth, Slozberg said. 

In the performance worksops, 
led by dyke peformer Miriam 
Kronberg of the women’s perfor¬ 
mance project Luna Sea, youth 
will explore theatre techniques, 
improvisation, and writing, with 
group and solo exercises to 
explore voice, experiment with 
style, and create performance 
works. 

In the visual arts workshops, 
led by Reginald Lamar Cox and 
Robert Crouch, youth will explore 
queer art history, meet local 
artists, and see and make art.

A self-defense class taught by 
Suegee Tamar will explore a vari¬ 
ety of self-defense skills and 
examine how different communi¬ 
ties have used physicial resistance 
to oppression. All the basics for a 
variety of self-defense styles will 
be taught. 

A dance workshop by Jesselito 
Bie, who has danced with “practi¬ 
cally every dance group in the Bay 
Area,” will address the issues 
important to participants in a “col¬ 
laborative, non-competitive group 
situation.” 

Bie’s workshop will use princi¬ 
ples of contact improvisation and 
will explore dance from a queer 
perspective. 

Black lesbian vocal poet per¬ 
formance artist Cara Page will 
lead a writing and vocal workshop 
for participants who will use 
voice, mind, and body to tell their 
personal stories. 

Slozberg told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the workshops are a 


way for queer youth to meet oth¬ 
ers and to explore their personal 
identities. 

“The team of six artists are 
working together to create a cur¬ 
riculum focused on issues perti¬ 
nent to youth, such as issues of 
sexuality, race, and gender,” 
Slozberg said. “We hope to lay the 
foundation for using art and cre¬ 
ativity as a way to allow lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender and 
questioning youth to come out and 
be proud of all their communi¬ 
ties.” 

Summer arts program partici¬ 
pants will also be invited to partic¬ 
ipate in the annual LYRIC cam- 
pout, set this year for August 4-6 
at Big Basin State Park, and to 
participate in an August 19 perfor¬ 
mance. 

The arts program is entirely 
free, Slozberg said. ▼

Clinton Decried, Leaders 
Honored at AAC Awards

“I take no pride and I take an enormous amount of 
shame in the effort I put into electing a president 
whose leadership has been so profoundly shallow, so 
profoundly opportunistic that, in my view, he is an 
enemy of people with AIDS.” 

The speaker was Sean Strub, publisher of POZ 
magazine, expert in marketing to the gay community, 
Democratic activist. His audience of high rollers sat in 
a theater halfway between the White House and the 
Capitol on Thursday, June 22 as he accepted an award 
from the nation’s largest HIV public policy group, the 
AIDS Action Council. The AAC members offered no 
dissent to his assessment of Clinton. 

“These awards ceremonies always make me feel a 
little sad because they remind me that doing what you 
are supposed to do is an extraordinary act,” said 
another award recipient, AIDS Project Los Angeles 
public policy director Phill Wilson. 

Wilson spoke lovingly of being sat down as a child 
and told that “every member of the family had a role 
to play. And that the family could not survive unless 
each did our part. That is what family is all about, lov¬ 
ing each other, caring for each other, each member 
doing their part.” 

‘We kill them again’ 

Wilson also spoke of memorializing those who 
have died, as a continuation of doing one’s part. 
“People who have died from AIDS don’t come back,” 
he said, “except in the movies, or in our memories, or 
in the work we do. When we do the right thing we 
keep their spirit alive - when we don’t, we kill them 
all over again.” 

Representative Christopher Shays (R-Connecticut) 
received the Public Policy Award for his work in sav¬ 
ing funding for the HOPWA (Housing Opportunities 
for People With AIDS). Shays used the opportunity to 
praise his predecessor, Stuart McKinney, who died of

the city council take a step back into the ’50s like this, 
well, it’s just not going to happen.” 

Besides closing USP’s Alameda bank accounts, 
Wellhaven said his firm is mailing letters to 500 
Northern California companies with which he does 
business, encouraging them to boycott Alameda. If 
that fails to produce a Gay Pride Month proclamation 
from the city council, Wellhaven said that number will 
increase to all 1,800 of his national clients. 

The Bay Area Reporter was unable to contact 
Grossberg, owner of the Point Richmond-based Bilcat 
Company, who announced her own boycott. She told 
The Alameda Times-Star, “I just wanted to be accept¬ 
ed as a human being, and if [the council] can’t do that, 
I’m not giving them my money.” 

When there’s Furry Friends Day ... 

Wellhaven, who said he had never mixed business 
and politics, explained why this time was different. “It 
motivated me when I realized that it would be the first 
time a proclamation would be voted down in the city 
of Alameda.” Last year, then-Mayor Bill Withrow 
issued the city’s first Gay Pride Month proclamation, 
an action the mayor can make independent of other 
council members. “We have had Portuguese 
Immigrant Day, Furry Friends Day, Miss Alameda 
Day, we have had every day you can think of.” 

It is unacceptable, he said, “to have this one single 
proclamation treated this way, to have my people 
treated this way.” 

Wellhaven emphasized that his hope is not to 
wreck Alameda’s economy or tarnish its image. “To 
me it’s a very, very hard thing. I didn’t start a corpo¬ 
ration to wreck economies,” a reference to the finan¬ 
cial blow his boycott and negative PR campaign could 
cause to Alameda’s hope of drawing biotechnology 
firms to the Naval base site when it shuts down. 

USP, he said, sells to 70-80 percent of all biotech 
companies in Northern California. “They can kiss 
their biotech park goodbye,” if the council stands firm 
against gay rights, he told the B.A.R. 

Wellhaven used more tempered language in his let¬ 
ter to Bank of America, stating, “It is our hope that the 
future will bring a more enlightened city council and 
that we can again do business in Alameda.” 

City Councilwoman Karin Lucas agreed that the 
consequences to the city will be very real. Lucas was 
the only council member to support the proclamation. 
Already the Alameda Chamber of Commerce held a 
damage control meeting about this issue. Lucas 
agreed with Wellhaven, telling the B.A.R. that compa¬ 
nies and universities do not want to bother with con¬ 
troversy and would just quietly stay away from 
Alameda. 

“One of the conclusions I have made is that we’ll 
never get [a new University of California at San 
Francisco campus] now,” she said. The city has been

AIDS nearly a decade ago, and McKinney’s widow 
Lucy, who has become a housing advocate for people 
with AIDS. 

Other recipients were: The Aaron Diamond 
Foundation and designer Isaac Mizrahi, Community 
Service Award; Munim-Murray Production and 
reporter Mia Navarro, Media Award; and Tim 
Sweeney, Advocacy Award. 

Last up was Elizabeth Glazer’s posthumous award. 
Tension filled the air as AIDS czar Patsy Reming 
mounted the stage to accept the award for the family. 
The applause was noticeably restrained, but there 
were no boos. And it was over. 

Bob Hattoy, the HIV poster boy of the Clinton 
administration, provided fitting black humor as he 
filed out of the theater: “When I get my posthumous 
award,” he said, “I’m going to have George 
Stephanopoulos accept it.” ▼ 


attempting to sell Alameda as an attractive site for the 
UC campus extensions. 

Even the return of the Raiders to Oakland and the 
announced closure of the Oakland Army Base could¬ 
n’t keep the issue off widespread news coverage last 
week. ‘This thing is blowing up way beyond anything 
we anticipated,” community organizer Christine Allen 
told the B.A.R. Out On The Island, she said, was orig¬ 
inally intended as a temporary group that would be 
disbanded once the council vote was over. Instead, her 
public outreach efforts have turned her and her part¬ 
ner’s Alameda home into Grand Central Station. 

“And I’m trying to do all this on a typewriter from 
my kitchen table.” 

She and Teller have been bombarded with phone 
calls from a broad crosssection of society: teachers, 
clergy, housewives, and others who might not normal¬ 
ly be thought of as Gay Pride Month supporters. Allen 
said that it’s another indication of how the opposition 
did not represent the majority of Alamedans. 

The council, Allen said, didn’t grasp this concept 
or the widespread support for gay rights among 
Americans, despite the fact that anti-gay political 
rhetoric coming out of Washington and right-wing 
organizations is at an all-time high. 

“They would like to dismiss us as a fringe group. 
They have no idea of the political strength of the gay 
community” throughout California and the rest of the 
country, she said. 

Go Forth, Gay Fourth 

Fortunately, Alameda’s Fourth of July Parade will 
provide another opportunity for gay and lesbian visi¬ 
bility, according to Allen. “The first thing we intend to 
do is to ask all the gays and lesbians in Alameda to 
form a contingent for the Fourth of July parade, not as 
a form of protest but just for fun, like any other com¬ 
munity group that participates in the parade,” she said. 

After a planned June 28 meeting, Allen and others 
from Out on The Island want to meet with the full 
council and talk with them about gay and lesbian 
issues in Alameda. “One thing [to be brought up] is 
that discrimination against gays and lesbians is a very 
real thing, it’s not imagined or created in the minds of 
gays and lesbians,” Allen said. The group also wants 
to let council members opposing them know of the 
significant level of community service given to 
Alameda by gays and lesbians. 

Mayor Ralph Appezzato, who failed to return calls 
from the B.A.R., wanted to meet with the group on 
that date, but was turned down because residents are 
still hurt and upset by the council’s action, she said. 

“People are not going to forget this when they go 
to the polls next year,” Teller predicted. 

Lucas told the B.A.R., “I hope someone from the 
gay community runs” for one or both of the two coun¬ 
cil seats that be vacated by Lil Americh and A1 DeWitt 
in the 1996 race. T

Attending the meeting were lesbian and gay 
Supervisors Tom Ammiano, Susan Leal, and 
Carole Migden, Activist Gwenn Craig, cine¬ 
matographer Debra Chasnoff, philanthropists 
Jim Hormel, and Human Rights Campaign Fund 
activist Mark Leno were also present at the meet¬ 
ing. 

Leal organized the meeting on behalf of the 
White House, according to an aide. 

Newly appointed White House lesbian and 
gay community liaison Marcia Scott and Clinton 
political advisor John Emerson attended the 
meeting with Panetta. 

‘The meeting gave us an opportunity to have 
a frank and forthright discussion with the 
President’s chief advisor,” Leal said. “We were 
heartened to hear the Chief of Staff express his 
commitment to work with us and take some pos¬ 
itive actions on behalf of equal rights for lesbian 
and gay Americans.” 

Among the items of discussion with Panetta 
were support for federal legislation banning anti¬ 
gay discrimination, expanded funding for Ryan 
White AIDS care, additional appointments for 
open lesbians and gay men, and opposition to 
cuts in Medicaid. 

About 40 percent of people with AIDS in 
California receive Medicaid benefits, according to 


Leal. 

“It was a good meeting,” said Supervisor 
Carole Migden. 

“Panetta himself is a liberal from the Bay 
Area and has been supportive. We talked about 
our disappointments and the future. We made it 
clear we wanted the President’s support on the 
Employment Non Discrimination Act.” 


The recent White House incident involving 
guards who donned blue rubber gloves to greet 
lesbian and gay officials on June 13 was not dis¬ 
cussed, Migden said. 

“I don’t think anyone brought it up or cared,” 
she said. “We have received a written letter of 
apology and have moved onto other issues.” 

Maybe, maybe not, said Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano. 

Ammiano told the Bay Area Reporter that he 
sensed that Panetta and others “felt slightly 
embarrassed” during the meeting with the les¬ 
bian and gay leaders. And Ammiano was openly 
skeptical of the administration’s motives in call¬ 
ing the meeting. 

“It’s good they met with us, but it makes me 
wonder about Jennifer Flowers,” he said. “Did 
Bill Clinton tease Jennifer Howers the same way 
he teases us? 

“There’s a credibility gap and a disillusion¬ 
ment with this administration,” Ammiano said. 
“The President has to get off the pot.” T

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is indicated for the treatment of: 


Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 pabents exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS-related 
weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2,5 mg twice daily and 67 receivino placebo. Studies 
of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the first 28 days. Studies of 
nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving dronabinol and 68 receiving 
placebo. 

A cannabinoid dose-related “high” (easy laughing, elabon and heightened awareness) has been reported by pabents 
receiving Marinol in both the anbemebc (24%) and the lower dose appetite sbmulant clinical trials (8%) (see CLINICAL 
TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials involved 
the CNS and were reported by 33% of pabents receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a minor CNS adverse 
event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter.

PRECAUTIONS 

Gciwral: The risk/benefit rabo of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated In patients with the following 
medical conditions because of Individual variation in response and tolerance to the effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in pabents with a history ot substance abuse. Including alcohol abuse or depen¬ 
dence. because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common and marijuana, 
which contains the same acbve compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or schizo¬ 
phrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these Illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedabves, hypnotics or other 
psychoacbve drugs because of the potenbal for additive or synergisbc CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution In pregnant pabents, nursing mothers, or pediatric pabents because it has not been 
studied In these pabent populabons. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss In elderly patients with AIDS because they 
may be nrore sensibve to the psychoacbve effects and because its use in these pabents has not been studied. 
Intormation tor Patients: Pabents receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the potenbal for 
additive central nervous system depression if Marinol Is used concomitanby with alcohol or other CNS depressants such 
as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage in 
any hazardous acbvity unbI it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 
Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of the drug 
so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Pabents should remain under the supervision of a responsible 
adult during inibal use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interacttons: In studies involving pabents with AIDS and/or cancer. Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-administered 
with a variety of medicabons (e.g., c;^otoxic agents, anb-infecbve agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) without 
resulbng in any clinically significant drug/drug imeractions. Although no drug/drug interactions were discovered during 
the clinical trials of Mannol, cannabinoids may interact with other medications through both metabolic and pharmacody¬ 
namic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might displace other protein- 
bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practiboners should monitor pabents for a 
change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to pabents receiving other highly protein-bound drugs. 
Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are summarized in the following table.

CardMBMWsto, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertllfty: Carcinogenicity studies have not been perfornted with drona¬ 
binol. Mutagenicity tesbng of dronabinol was negative in,an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in rats, oral 
administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/m’, equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 bmes maximum recommended 
human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m^day in cancer patients or 2 to 10 bmes MRHD ot 15 mg/m^day in AIDS pabents. 
reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epkfidymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal fluid volume. 
Decreases In spermatogenesis, number of developing germ c»ls. and number of Leydig cells in the testis were also 
observed.

These studies have revealed 
no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these do^s In mice and rats, dronabinol decreased maternal 
weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early resorptions. Such effects were dose 
depend^ and less apparem at lower doses which produced less maternal toxicity. Twre are no adequate and well- 
controlled studies in pregnam women. Dronabinol should be used only if the potenbal benefit jusbfies the potenbal risk 
to the fetus. 

Nmliig Methm: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of HIV virus 
in breast milk, dronabinol is concenbated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the nursing baby.

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one ot the psychoacbve compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
Schedule II (Cll) under the Conbolled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have been 
noted In healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addicbon Is uncommon and has only been seen after prolonged 
high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in mobvabon, cognition, judgement, and percepbon. 
The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of addicbon rather than 
an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements In psychological, social or neurological status have been associated 
with the administration of Marinol for therapeubc purposes. 

In an open-label study in pabents with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion or 
systemabc change In personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial number of 
pabents with a past history of drug abuse. 

An absbnence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers receiving dosages of 
210 nrg/(jay for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, these volunteers manifested symptoms 
such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol dlsconbnuabon, withdrawal 
symptoms intensified to include "hot flashes", sweabng, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hiccoughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic changes consistent 
with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechallenge. Pabents also 
complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing therapy with high dosages of dronabinol. 
OVERDOSAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, heightened sensory 
awareness, altered bme perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia: following MODERATE intoxication 
include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary retention, and reduced bowel moblity: and following 
SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, and postural hypotension. Apprehen¬ 
sive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients with exisbng seizure disorders. 

The esbmated lethal human dose of Intravenous dronabinol is X mg/kg (21X mg/70 kg). Significant CNS symptoms in 
antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg^O kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In uncon¬ 
scious pabents with a secure airway, insbil activated charcoal (X to IX g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) via a 
nasogastric tube. A saline catharbc or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Pabents experienc¬ 
ing depressive, hallucinatory or psychobc reacbons should be placed in a quiet area and offered reassurance. Benzo¬ 
diazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment of extreme agitabon. Hypotension usually responds to 
Trendelenburg posibon and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 


DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Inibally, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (b.i.d.), before 
lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be reduced to 2.5 mg/ 
day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedbme. If clinically indicated and in the absence of significant 
adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually Increased to a maximum of X mg/day Marinol, administered in divided 
oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalafing the dosage of Marinol because of the increased frequency of dose- 
related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/m’, given 1 to 3 hours prior to the administration of 
chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chenwtherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. Should the 5 mg/m’ 
dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be escalated by 2.5 mg/m’ 
increments to a maximum of 15 mg/m’ per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose escalation, however, as the 
incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significanby at maximum dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 

SAFETY AND HANDUNG 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 8° and 15*C 
(46* and 50*F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the capsules has been identified. 
Access to abusable drugs such as Marinol presents an occupational hazard for addiction in the health care industry. 
Roubne procedures for handling controlled substances developed to protect the public may not be adequate to protect 
health care workers. Implementation of more effective accounting procedures and measures to appropriately restrict 
access to drugs of this class may minimize the risk of self-administration by health care providers.

Lungren spokesman 
Steve Pelliano emphatically reit¬ 
erated the argument with in an 
interview with the B.A.R., but 
Nickerson flatly challenged the 
allegation. 

‘There’s not one single arrest 
in engaging in paid gay sex; all 
ten were for soliciting sex in pub¬ 
lic, activity which is undertaken 
every day and every night in pub¬ 
lic places by straight couples,” he 
said. 


Make an offer, go lo Jail 

“[My clients] were arrested for 
saying, ‘Let’s go have sex at my 
place,”’ Nickerson observed, “lan¬ 
guage that is used by heteros 
everyday.” 

Pelliano at the D.A.’s office 
dismissed charges of homopho¬ 
bia, telling the B.A.R., “They’re 
trying to make it a gay rights 
issue, saying that you have a civil 
right to have public sex and public 
masturbation.” When asked to 
clarify that seemingly homopho¬ 
bic comment, he said they spend 
an equal amount of time on illegal 
heterosexual acts, like prostitution 
cases, but those fail to make the 
news. 

Nickerson responded, “It has 
everything to do with gays. 
Specifically, there has never been 
a heterosexual sting operation for 
non-monetary sex, and the 
Mountain View police testified to 
that.” 

Nickerson told the B.A.R. he 
immediately responded to a letter 
from Lungren’s office in March 
because it contained blatantly 
homophobic remarks that are 
irrelevant to public safety issues 
with which police typically con¬ 
cern themselves. “I responded 
with a letter pointing out exactly 
how homophobic that comment 
was, something that was a little 
unprecedented,” he said. 

Lungren’s letter stated: 
“Because of the problems in 
investigating and policing sus¬ 
pected violations of penal code 
section 647 involving males solic¬ 
iting males which the court of 
appeal opinion will foster, this 
court should at a minimum decer¬ 
tify the opinion [of the Sixth 
Circuit Court of Appeals] for pub¬ 
lication.” 

“How on earth, since Penal 
Code 647 is gender and orienta¬ 
tion neutral, does males soliciting 
males differ in any way, from 
males soliciting females?” 
Nickerson now asks. “Unless 
males soliciting males is uniquely 
offensive to the Attorney 
General’s office. 

“And if that’s the case, that’s 
exactly the type of homophobia 
and hostility towards gays that the 
[Sixth Circuit] Court of Appeals 
was decrying when it published its 
opinion.” 

Steve Pelliano of the Attorney 
General’s office told the B.A.R., 
“We’re not trying to overturn a 
gay rights measure, we’re trying 
to get a clarification so that police 
know what the standards are. 
Anytime there’s a competing 
court decision like this we step 
in.” In a similar case, the 4th 
Circuit Court of Appeals sided 
with police, he said. “We need a 
clarification because we have two 
precedents now, and police don’t 
know which to follow.” 

Many have speculated that 
Lungren’s spate of recent court 
briefs supporting anti-gay senti¬ 
ments are because he hopes to be 
selected as a vice-presidential 
candidate or intends to run for 
governor of California, an alle¬ 
gation Pelliano denied to the 
B.A.R. 

Nickerson said he will file his 
reply brief by July 17, and oral 
arguments will begin within six 
months to one year. The Lambda 
Education and Legal Defense 
Fund and the American Civil 
Liberties Union have joined with 
him in his appeal to the state high 
court. T

The Clinton Administration and Con¬ 
gress w/ant to "block grant" health 
funding for 1996. That means states 
would no longer be accountable for 
how they spend their federal funding 
for such things as HIV prevention, 
Medicaid, tuberculosis, and sexually 
transmitted diseases. Instead, they’d 
simply receive a cash payment (block 
grant) to spend as they see fit. 

Without federal oversight, block-grant¬ 
ed health funds will be less accessible 
to underserved, unpopular or politi¬ 
cally weak populations, and less avail¬ 
able in areas of greatest need. 

That’s bad news for those at high risk 
for HIV, and people with HIV or AIDS! 

Currently, community-based HIV pre¬ 
vention planning councils ensure that 
community members-including people 


with HIV/AIDS-tailor federal preven¬ 
tion funding to community needs. But 
if this system is replaced with block 
grants, states may ignore such coun¬ 
cils and instead seek advice from con¬ 
servative religious leaders-or they 
may decide not to spend money on 
HIV prevention at all! 

The Clinton Administration and Con¬ 
gress think block grants are cheaper 
for fhe federal government (federal 
health agencies won’t be necessary, 
and can be dismantled). They think 
block grants are convenient (no more 
federal responsibility for tough health 
decisions). They think block grants 
are politically advantageous (conserv¬ 
atives love to shift power from the 
federal government to the states).

Journalist Brett Averill Dies at 37

Former Bay Area Reporter edi¬ 
tor and newspaperman Brett 
Averill died Tuesday, June 20 of 
AIDS-related lymphoma at the 
San Francisco home he shared 
with his lover Bill Weintraub. He 
was 37. 

Bom in Cincinnati, Ohio and 
raised in Newport News, Virginia, 
Averill began his lifelong vocation 
in journalism as a high school 
summer intern working at a vari¬ 
ety of newspapers and magazines. 
He served as managing editor of 
the Virginia Commonwealth 
University’s Commonwealth 
Times while a student at the insti¬ 
tution. 

In 1981, Averill moved to New 
York City and worked as a volun¬ 
teer at the fledgling New York 
Native. 

Six weeks after he started at 
the paper, Averill was named man¬ 
aging editor of the by-weekly. 

Averill served as editor of the 
Native from 1981-1984, a pivotal 
period in national lesbian and gay 
history. During his Native tenure, 
Averill quintupled the paper’s cir¬ 
culation and guided it into nation¬ 
al prominence. 

“They were very important 
years in gay journalism,’’ 
Weintraub told the B.A.R. after 
Averill’s death. “It was the begin¬ 
ning of the epidemic, there was a 
sharp increase in anti-gay vio¬ 
lence. There was a rise in the reli¬ 
gious right and it was the begin¬ 
ning of the Reagan years.’’ 

Also of great concern to 
Averill during his Native tenure 
was the “intense hypocrisy com¬ 
ing out of Ed Koch’s City Hall,’’ 
and the strain between the lesbian 
and gay community and the 
homophobia of the New York 


Times at the time. 

Under Averill’s guidance, the 
Native featured a mix of estab¬ 
lished gay writers including 
Arthur Bell, Edmund White, and 
Vito Russo, along with such then- 
unknowns as novelists Dorothy 
Allison and Allen Gurganis. 

As Native editor, Averill also 
gave voice to scores of controver¬ 
sial and talented writers including 
Larry Bush, current New York city 
councilperson Tom Dwayne, 
Fortune Society founder David 
Rothenberg, and lesbian activists 
Marcia Pally and Amber 
Hollobaugh. 

The first articles on AIDS, by 
writer and ACT UP founder Larry 
Kramer and AIDS medical writer 
Larry Mass, M.D., were printed 
by Averill during his tenure at the 
paper. 

Averill also ran “We Know 
Who We Are,’’ a groundbreaking 
article by Robert Berkowitz and 
Michael Callan, the late longtime 
AIDS survivor, which identified 
gay male promiscuity as a leading 
factor in the epidemic. 

“As an editor Brett sought to 
encourage all points of view in the 
lesbian and gay community, and 
made sure they received cover¬ 
age,” Weintraub said.

Living ionger vs. 
AiDS-reiated iymphoma

diagnosis of lymphoma 
in a person with AIDS 
can be especially fright¬ 
ening given the impact of 
cancer and AIDS as a combination 
of two life-threatening diseases. 
Even though research in AIDS- 
lymphoma has been limited, there 
is new hope and excitement in the 
field. Now, survival rates are not 
as grim as once thought. 

People with AIDS-lymphoma 
are living longer for the same rea¬ 
sons that people with AIDS are 
living longer: improved prophlax- 
is against opportunistic infections. 
But as people survive longer they 
also run the risk of developing 
lymphoma. 

As people with AIDS are living 
longer, there is more of a chance 
of coming down with the disease 
regardless of CD4 status (Munoz 
A., Am J o/£p/c/.137(4):423-438, 
1993). Interestingly, central ner¬ 
vous system lymphoma is more 
related to CD4 counts; 75 percent 
of those with the CNS lymphoma 
have a CD4 count of under 50. 

Symptoms of lymphoma can 
range from rapidly enlarging 
asymmetrical nodes to chronic GI 
(gastrointestinal) problems, from 
jaundice to constitutional symp¬ 
toms. It’s important to realize that 
many lymphoma symptoms are 
similar to other HIV and oppor¬ 
tunistic infection symptomatol¬ 
ogy. Extra nodal disease (outside

the lymph nodes) is seen in 80% 
of AIDS-lymphomas. 

Blood tests to detect lym¬ 
phomas are not available. Levels 
of LDH, a liver enzyme, may give 
some indication, but other condi¬ 
tions also elevate LDH. A defini¬ 
tive diagnosis of lymphoma 
almost always has to be proven 
with a biopsy. A less invasive 
method, fine needle aspiration 
(FNP), is less effective than a reg¬ 
ular biopsy because it produces 
less tissue. 

‘Bogus data’ 

Just how often AIDS lym¬ 
phoma occurs has been difficult to 
estimate - and a matter of some 
controversy. A 1991 NCI 
(National Cancer Institute) study 
found alarmingly high lymphoma 
in AIDS, but Lawrence Kaplan, 
M.D., an Oncology/HIV specialist 
from San Francisco General 
Hospital, says that “the data is 
bogus and highly biased.” 
Estimates from the Center for 
Disease Control, like so many of 
the CDC’s numbers, are probably 
low due to under- reporting. 
Kaplan says that SFGH sees 
approximately 30 people with 
AIDS a year with lymphoma, and 
that the number has stayed rela¬ 
tively constant over the years. 

In lymphoma research, data 
has been hard to come by and peo¬ 
ple with these diseases are diffi¬ 
cult to enroll in clinical trials. 
Managed healthcare plans may 
not enable their “clients” to go to 
county hospitals such as SFGH, 
where some of the most important 
oncology research is taking place. 
Also, private physicians are reluc¬ 
tant to release their patients to 
other institutions for fear of losing 
them. 

Chemotherapy is still the stan¬ 
dard in treating lymphoma though 
the immunosuppressive effects 
can outweigh the benefits. In an 
ACTG (AIDS Clinical Trials 
Group) study of a standard 
chemotherapy regimen (BACOD) 
with GM-CSF (used to build 
white blood cell reserves) 50 per¬ 
cent of patients achieved a com¬ 
plete response. More research 
with the combination, by Kaplan 
et al., shows that a delayed admin¬ 
istration of GM-CSF may reduce 
neutropenia (white blood cell 
depletion). Furthermore, a recent 
important ACTG study (142) 
shows that the same response rates 
can be attained by using half-dose 
chemotherapy. This is important 
because chemotherapy is so toxic 
in AIDS that many people have to 
forego treatment; for some a lower 
dose would allow therapy to con¬ 
tinue. Kaplan stated that more 
approaches need to be studied in 
lymphoma. “We can’t go much 
further with chemotherapy. We 
need to look at non-myelotoxic 
[bone marrow suppressive] thera¬ 
pies.” 

ACTion update 


A new chemical treatment that 
is non-myelotoxic called MGBG 
(mitoguazone) has been looked at 
in combination with CHOP, 
another chemotherapeutic regi¬ 
men. Kaplan says, “It may be use¬ 
ful in improving quality of life, 
but is not the answer with balky 
disease.” The excitement with this 
therapy may be drug company 
(Sanofi-Winthrop) induced. More 
studies are underway. 

Lymphoma research 
gaining ground 

Another class of drugs that 
Kaplan feels are promising are 
camptothecins. Topotecan, pro¬ 
duced by SmithKline-Beecham, 
may be useful because it has 
shown to be an anti-HIV drug. 
(Crumpacker WS-A17-5 Int. 
Conf. on AIDS, 1993) It is also 
being researched for PML (pro¬ 
gressive multifocal leukoence- 
halopathy). Kaplan recently 
designed a protocol for this drug 
that will be studied at SFGH. 

'The field of AIDS-lymphoma 
research is gaining ground. 
Kaplan feels as though progress 
has been made with standard 
chemo, and the next step needs to 
be taken to further options and 
increase survival. Research into 
the molecular make-up of lym¬ 
phoid tumors is needed to develop 
better theories for treatments. 
Ultimately, the goal would be to 
combine biological methods with 
chemotherapy for the best results. 

There are two real areas of 
interest in biological methods in 
lymphoma research: 1) antibody- 
directed, and 2) cytokine-directed. 

Antibody-directed therapies 
use special lymphoid antibodies to 
deliver a toxin called ricin to the 
surface of lymphoma cells, where 
the toxin would hopefully kill 
them. One such study, using the 
CD22 antibody, is ongoing at 
SFGH, but because the antibody is 
rare the trial has had trouble 
enrolling volunteers. One patient 
with lymphoma who didn’t 
respond to standard treatment saw 
a complete response in this study. 

David Straus at Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering in New York is 
researching radioimmunotherapy, 
which uses the antibody method 
plus a radioactive iodine instead 
of the ricin toxin. Hopefully, this 
will be as effective - and, addi¬ 
tionally, may be useful in imaging 
the tumor. 

Cytokines are chemicals the 
body produces to regulate the 
immune system. One cytokine, 
IL-6 has been found in lym¬ 
phomas, so methods of reducing 
IL-6 levels are being studied, 
along with ways to increase IL-4 
which inhibits IL-6 in the test 
tube. Two other cytokines may be 
useful in lymphoma as research 
expands: IL-2 and IL-12. 

A feasibility study will begin

SF Model—R.I.P.

as it only a couple of 

Sp' entire world looked 
w to “the San Francisco 

model” of AIDS care as an exam¬ 
ple? That model is now so dead and 
discredited, so cold in its grave, 
that postmortems are now appro¬ 
priate. The SF model - lots of 
small, grassroots community orga¬ 
nizations based on strong volunteer 
support - has succumbed to a com¬ 
bination of burnout, bad leader¬ 
ship, and fiscal incompetence. 

I found out for myself how bad 
things had got last year when I 
called PAWS. Pets Are Wonderful 
Support is a group that was formed 
to help PWAs look after our pets - 
walking dogs, etc. I’d called just to 
get a membership card, good for a 
10 or 20 percent discount at a vet¬ 
erinarian. My hounds were due for 
their shots and stuff, and that can 
come to a bill of a couple hundred 
dollars for two dogs, so a substan¬ 
tial discount could have saved me 
a lot of money. 

(I used to be shy about availing 
myself of such “charities,” feeling, 
like many middle-class people, that 
to accept such aid is shameful. But 
as I continue to live with AIDS, 
constantly encountering new prob¬ 
lems and always, always ranning 
lower and lower on money. I’ve 
overcome these qualms. Now I feel 
I’m entitled to all I can get and 
have begun to realize that even this 
might not be enough. Shanti volun¬ 
teers, AIDS Emergency Fund, 
Project Open Hand -1 use them all 
nowadays and don’t know what I’d 
do without them.) 


However, PAWS was not tak¬ 
ing new clients when I called. “We 
don’t have a director, our entire 
board of directors just resigned, 
and I don’t even have an up-to- 
date list of our volunteers,” I was 
told by the person who answered 
the phone. They couldn’t even 
issue a membership card! ‘Try 
calling back in a few months,” I 
was advised. 

There was a PAWS contingent 
at this year’s pride parade, so I 
assume that they’re up and run¬ 
ning again. I’ll give ’em another 
call and see if I can’t sign up. It’s 
been so long that my hounds are 
due for shots again (I ended up 
paying full price last time around). 
But in many ways. Pets Are 
Wonderful Support’s tribulations 
were all too typical, their tempo¬ 
rary demise an apt metaphor for 
the collapse of “the SF model.” 

Bean counters 

PAWS problems were brought 
to a head by a bad director, who 
hired friends and cut successful 
programs to save money while 
granting herself a several thou¬ 
sand dollar bonus. There were also 
hints of homophobia from this 
director, who had no experience in 
the gay community. It got so bad 
that the volunteers finally revolted 
and temporarily shut down the 
organization. 

Still, I wonder if all of PAWS’s 
problems can be blamed on a sin¬ 
gle bad leader. Even if they large¬ 
ly were, it raises the question of 
who chose such a lousy executive, 
and how, and why there was no 
feedback mechanism short of a 
volunteer revolt that could have 


resolved the situation. 

Bad leadership has been a 
major cause of problems for SF’s 
AIDS organizations. PAWS may 
be an extreme instance of this. 
More typical is the Shanti exam¬ 
ple - charismatic leaders with 
vision who, alas, don’t know how 
to balance a budget and can’t 
resist hiring their favorite flunkies. 

The collapse of Shanti can be 
taken as marking the official end 
of the SF model as the accepted 
paradigm. That group, the grand- 
daddy of all AIDS service organi¬ 
zations in the city, flunked an 
audit for its use of federal money. 
In the subsequent settlement, dic¬ 
tated by the city’s AIDS Office, 
Shanti was largely dismantled. Its 
lucrative housing contracts were

all given to Catholic Charities, 
despite controversy over how they 
ran their Peter Claver Community, 
and the mental health moneys 
were mostly given to the AIDS 
Health Project. 

Now, the folks at Shanti may 
not know how to balance a check¬ 
book, but they were pretty good at 
satisfying their clients. The AIDS 
Health Project and Catholic 
Charities, on the other hand, are 
experts at getting funding and 
making auditors happy, but don’t 
seem to do nearly as well at giving 
their clients what they want. 

The decline of the SF model, 
more than anything, represents a 
shift in favor of the bean counters.

organizations with good account¬ 
ing, and away from the more 
human-values based grassroots 
groups. 

Jackbcioteci thugs 

' Preliminary reports on post¬ 
audit Shanti have not been 
promising. Friends of mine in 
Shanti support groups have not 
been happy at being turned over to 
the AIDS Health Project, and 
report that AHP changes, like new 
facilitators, have not been success¬ 
ful. Immediately after Catholic 
Charities took over Shanti House, 
the big HIVer residence on Market 
Street, patrollers started scouring 
its corridors for hints of marijuana 
smoke and hassling those produc¬ 
ing it. 

It makes you wonder who 
these audits are protecting - cer¬ 
tainly not the clients, who end up 
with inferior groups and jackboot- 
ed thugs stalking their halls. The 
net result is that services are being 
cut back drastically: Shanti has 
just gone from having five volun¬ 
teer coordinators to having only 
one; I’d be very surprised if such a 
reduction didn’t m^e itself felt in 
the field pretty soon. 

Another funding issue is the 
holding of grants for very small 
groups serving ethnic minorities. 
Since none of these organizations 
is large enough to qualify for fed¬ 
eral grants, they must all “collabo¬ 
rate” with larger - Anglo-domi¬ 
nated - groups, typically the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. The 
SFAF tends to have problems with 
the bookkeeping practiced (or not) 
by these organizations, and they 
have trouble with the SFAF’s

soon to expand certain specific 
lymphoma-related CDS cells. In 
this study the researchers will iso¬ 
late and expand these CDS cells 
and put them back into the body, 
with the hope of added CDS acti¬ 
vation and response to kill lym¬ 
phoma cells. 

According to Kaplan, “things 
are good right now” in lymphoma 
research. The NCI (National 
Cancer Institute) has expressed 
interest in AIDS malignancy and 
in this much larger institution, 
funding is available. Drug compa¬ 
nies want to cooperate where 
development is fastest so they can 
rush their drugs to the market. 
Fast proven development means 
more treatments for people with 
AIDS. The NCI has better clinical 
and basic science resources for 
lymphoma. Also, the AIDS 
Malignancy Clinical Trial 
Consortium at the NCI will devel¬ 
op an important tissue bank which 
will make precious specimens 
more available for study. 

The ACTG has been reluctant 
and laggard in accepting oncology

Averill left the New York 
Native in a dispute over censor¬ 
ship and later free- lanced for a 
variety of publications including 
the Village Voice, Mandate, Gay 
Community News, and Harpers. 
He also later worked as a typeset¬ 
ting supervisor for Time, Inc. 

After Averill learned he was 
HIV-positive in 1989, he relocated 
to San Francisco and worked an 
editor for the Bay Area Reporter. 

During his eight-month 
tenure with the B.A.R., he 
sparked controversy with a series 
of pioneering news reports and 


patronizing attitude. Let’s face it - 
a “collaboration” between a multi- 
million-dollar outfit and a small 
storefront group is unlikely to be a 
50-50 proposition. 

Of course, the SFAF has been 
in the news lately because of its 
struggles with a unionization 
drive. Charges of racism surfaced 
in the course of the debate, and 
the revelation that SFAF’s execu¬ 
tive director earns well over 
$100,000 didn’t go over well. In 
some ways the problems at the 
SFAF can be seen as the final act 
of the demise of the SF model. No 
longer can things be run on an 
informal basis because we’re all 
presumably dedicated soldiers in 
the war against AIDS ; now unions 
are needed to protect the rights of 
workers. 

The SFAF situation has been 
hard to evaluate. The manage¬ 
ment’s denials of harassing union 
organizers ring hollow, and I find 
the argument that allowing the 
workers the right to collective bar¬ 
gaining is “too expensive” offen¬ 
sive. Personally, I don’t want an 
overworked, underpaid worker 
with no benefits trying to help me. 
But seeing any kind of labor 
unrest in the AIDS movement 
makes me uneasy. 

Well, this is AIDS in the ’90s I 
guess. The heyday of dozens of 
volunteers and lots of easy federal 
money is long gone; the crunch 
has hit and will soon hit harder. 
PAWS got back up because it real¬ 
ly is mostly a volunteer organiza¬ 
tion - groups that need money as 
well are in a tougher position. The 
SF model is dead as a doornail, 
and I, for one, will miss it. T 


research in AIDS. Sites for clini¬ 
cal trials are being reduced. The 
ACTG needs to be influenced by 
AIDS activists such as the late 
Andy Zysman from ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, who made great 
strides in improving interest in 
oncology at the ACTG. 
Unfortunately, the elite infectious 
disease physicians there monopo¬ 
lize funding and priorities for 
research. Oncologists and infec¬ 
tious disease physicians mix like 
oil and water; therefore, the NCI 
is a better, more productive 
avenue for research. 

Solving some of the systemic 
problems in AIDS research and in 
our health care system may never 
materialize. Nevertheless, through 
all the hurdles and roadblocks it is 
promising to see some exciting, 
new approaches in eradicating 
lymphoma as we strive to survive 
AIDS. ▼

as anyone not talking about Frisk - the 
movie .with the heart of cold - last week? 
Less than 24 hours after the film’s debut, 
angry letter writers were elbowing out 
the boys for hire in the B.A.R. lobby, demanding that 
their “reviews” of the film be rushed into last 
Thursday’s edition (two appear this week). A snoopy 
friend of ours even overheard a gay couple on Muni 
breaking up over the flick; “I hate you for taking me 
to that film,” said one guy. “Well, it was based on a 
[Dennis] Cooper book, stupid. What did you 
expect?” A few stops later, it was Splitsville for those 
two. 


fter the closing night party, we espied some 
audience comments that had fallen out of the 
trap door of a Frameline ballot box. As we 
quickly (honest!) returned them to the box, 
trying (honest!) not to read the confidential scrib- 
blings, we couldn’t help but notice (thanks to our 
Evelyn Wood training) a few choice remarks, some of 
which looked liked they’d been carved into the paper, 
their authors having put so much pressure on their 
pens or pencils. “Shit!” “Stupid moronic crap!” “This 
doesn’t reflect my life!” (Since it wasn’t your biogra¬ 
phy, dear, this wasn’t to be expected.) 

ark Finch’s friends and Frameline col¬ 
leagues could have done without the bal¬ 
lot that read, “Now 1 know why Mark 
Finch committed suicide,” which is more 
morbid and offensive than anything in the film (whose 
deficiencies, to this viewer, lie more in the intellectu¬ 
al than the moral realm). In fact. Finch was in a jolly 
mood about Frisk, in which he appears briefly, a few 
days before he died. Under his Aiva Nidnacs pseudo¬ 
nym, he included a mention of it (and himself) in his 
final Out There column, parts of which were deleted 
by his editor when the column was published posthu¬ 
mously: “Speaking of nancyboys. Frameline’s fey 
Mark Finch seemed to enjoy making friends all 
evening [at a Digital Queers party].... ‘Trust me,’ con-

ancy Meckler seems too soft- 
spoken to be the director of this 
year’s, and just possibly, this 
" ' century’s hottest homicidal les- 

l " bian flick. Sister My Sister. A 

native of Long Island, the 54- 
year-old married mother of two 
exudes the self-restraint (while 
reproducing the speech pat¬ 
terns) of the English among 
whom she has lived and worked 
as a stage director for the past 
27 years. 

"The low-key Meckler sug¬ 
gests, by example, that the 
hottest topics are best left to the 
coolest heads. Having directed 
Wendy Kesselman’s play. My 
Sister in this House, Meckler 
saw the story’s transfer to the 
screen as an “opportunity” - not 
a burning obsession. This very 
disinterestedness - professional, 
painstaking and open-minded - 
may be the key to the film’s suc¬ 
cess not only as an entertain¬ 
ment, but as a human document.

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Oscar Wilde's 'The Ideal Husband' Mines the Personal Wilde 


Earnest In Love 


by John F. Karr 

Ithough The Importance 

of Being Earnest may be 

Oscar Wilde’s best 
. known play, it is not the 
one in which Wilde speaks most 
earnestly. That play would be An 
Ideal Husband, and hosannas in 
the highest are due the Berkeley 
Rep for its current and splendid 
production, masterfully directed 
by Stephen Wadsworth and deli¬ 
ciously played by an ideal cast. 

An Ideal Husband is a great 
surprise. Marvelously entertain¬ 
ing, morally affecting, it is hard to 
understand why it’s been so 
shamefully ignored. It seems like¬ 
ly that Harold Clurman, Kennth 
Tynan and Brooks Atkinson, on 
the evidence of their collected 
reviews, never saw a revival. 
There’s not even a listing for the 
play in the New York Times index 
of plays reviewed in that city 
between 1920 and 1970 (although 
diligent sleuthing by the staff of 
Drama Books unearthed a Charles 
Froman production in New York 
before the turn of the century, and 
one in 1918 with Constance 
Collier as the villainess). An Ideal 
Husband has been a secret for too 
long. 

And it’s a play about secrets, 
how they can both make and break 
a life. The fact that many incidents 
in Wilde’s plays are autobiograph¬ 
ical leads us to rummage in 
Oscar’s life for such a secret. In 
the play, the hidden incident 
occurs 18 years before the action 
begins and provides the ideal hus¬ 
band’s fortune, fame and subse¬ 
quent career. Eighteen years 
before writing the play, while still 
a student, Wilde had a bout with 
syphilis. But that was not the 
secret he encoded in the play. I 
think the secret was his sexual 
nature, determined but not acted 
upon during his college years. 
Wilde’s career was founded when 
he seized upon the nature of his 
sexual personality as artistic and 
personal credo. It was a decision 
that provided good fortune - 
career, fame and riches - and bad. 
For Wilde, unlike the play’s titular 
husband, did not long survive the 
exposure of his secret. 

But I’m gamboling through the 
play with an excess of hindsight. 
Surely, we’d be wrong to interpret 
too much of the play as Wilde’s 
coding. But some lines just pop 
out: “families are so mixed these 
days,” writes wily Oscar, gay hus¬ 
band and father. Does the fact that 
Wilde attained his greatest fame 
from an act of sodomy find reso¬ 
nance in the basic situation of 
Husband, in which a politician 
penetrates fame through a canal? 
I’m perhaps a bit over the top 
here, but however wrongheaded 
this interpretation may be, such 
dissection is part of the fun. 
Seeing An Ideal Husband made 
me feel like an archaeologist of 
sex and secrets on an expedition to 
the great Oscarian heartland. 

Wilde’s secret - which he 
shouted all over London and most 
of the civilized West - was the 
impetus for his overwhelming 
urge to out himself. His plays cru¬ 
sade for truth and tolerance, and 
he got better at it with each suc¬ 
cessive work - more direct in his 
appeal, more cleverly sugar-coat¬ 
ed in his earnestness. Until we 
arrive at Earnest, his most frivo¬ 
lous outing. Indeed, can you say 
what its plot is? Probably not; it 
spins Out as the silliest con¬ 
trivance, one that Oscar uses to 
stand the conventions of society 
on end with a stream of clever 
utterances. We love its nonsense 
for the way it lets Wilde spin his 
wheels. 

Those wheels spin just as

dizzyingly in An Ideal Husband, 
only here in support of an actual 
plot. Perhaps that is why it is so 
enjoyable. To my sensibility, it 
seems, on first acquaintance, even 
more enjoyable than Earnest. 
With all Earnest’s quips and dis¬ 
dain for convention, its pith is out¬ 
weighed by froth, even though 
that froth be dangerous, subver¬ 
sive. Husband has its share of 
quips, but also spins a juicy tale of 
love and redemption nearly scut¬ 
tled by blackmail and chicanery. It 
has a most alluring villainess, and 
lovers of Sardoudledom will be 
delighted by its cunningly fresh 
dependence on the staples of its 
period - purloined letters, over¬ 
heard conversations, incriminating 
brooches, and the like. Its sus¬ 
pense is great enough to make one 
wonder during intermissions how 
it will all work out. 

In An Ideal Husband, the 
glamorously shady Mrs. Chevely 
arrives to blackmail the powerful 
politician Sir Chiltern into giving 
Parliamentary backing for her 
dubious business scheme. Upon 
this circumstance hinges the real 
and meaningful action of the play 
- that the unrealistic, unyielding 
Lady Chiltern learn the true value 
of love and forgiveness. 

To be sure. Husband offers lit¬ 
tle empathy for its characters, and 
after the satisfaction of seeing its 
plot twists all worked out, the 
drama provides no real catharsis. 
As in Earnest, the characters are 
all puppets. As Wilde biographer 
Richard Ellman puts it, “It was 
written for ridiculous puppets to 
play ... although it contains a great 
deal of the real Oscar.” 

In the moving finale of 
Husband’s middle act, the “real 
Oscar” stops the play for the mes¬ 
sage - even going so far as to have 
one character exclaim in wonder 
to the speaker, “I’ve never heard 
you speak so seriously!” 

It’s the (presumed) fool who 
speaks the lines, in all earnestness. 
“All I know is that life cannot be 
understood without much charity, 
cannot be lived without much 
charity. It is love ... that is the true 
explanation of this world.” 

At play’s end, we are told the 
exact value of love and truth: A 
new life’s beginning. That it didn’t 
work out that way for Oscar is 
tragic; that it does for the central 
couple in Husband is both 
improbable yet touching. 

An Ideal Husband works out 
many more of Wilde’s prescient 
ideas. It speaks of the growing 
vapidity of contemporary culture.

ince the premiere of her 
** first feature film The 

S Incredibly True 

Adventure of Two Girls in 
Love at Sundance in January, 
director Maria Maggenti has been 
busy shepherding her film to festi¬ 
vals all over the country. I spoke 
with Maggenti recently by phone 
from Atlanta, her last stop before 
heading home to New York. She 
seemed unfazed by her demanding 
schedule and expressed delight at 
the warm reception the film has 
met wherever it has screened, 
especially the opening night 
screening at the 19th San 
Francisco International Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival. At present, 
Maggenti is eagerly (and some¬ 
what nervously) anticipating criti¬ 
cal response to Two Girls, which 
opened in New York and Los 
Angeles on June 17, and opens in 
San Francisco and throughout the 
U.S. on June 30. 


Did you intend the film for a 
mainstream audience? 

No. When you’re involved in 
the creative process, you’re only 
involved in each stage of the 
process. When I was writing the 
script I was only thinking of 
whether or not it worked. When I 
started to cast and began working 


with the actors, I was only think¬ 
ing in terms of whether or not they 
were getting to the places they 
needed to get to dramatically. 
When we were shooting, one con¬ 
sideration about accessibility was 
shooting in color. I initially 
thought I’d shoot it in black and 
white [for financial reasons], but 
my producer said, “No, I want this 
film to go places.” 


How do you think the film will 
do in general release? 

I hope it will do well. Because 
there is no one lesbian story, there 
are hundreds of them, and for this 
film to do well will open up doors 
for that many more voices and that 
many more independent filmmak¬ 
ers who need to be heard. 


How has it been received by 
mainstream audiences? Do peo¬ 
ple relate to it as a love story, 
regardless of gender or sexuality? 

I’ve had some interesting reac¬ 
tions from straight audiences - 
usually film-literate audiences 
who are used to seeing films out¬ 
side the mainstream - and they 
very much relate to it as a story of 
first love. Which is interesting to 
me, because it really is about me 
and my first girlfriend. 


I don’t think she knew it was 
going to be a “real” film, that peo¬ 
ple were going to see it. 


Was making the film a kind of 
catharsis for you? 

Yes. Some friends came to the 
premiere who knew us both when 
we were together, and said, “This 
is so emotional for us to see.” And 
I said, “Well, what about me?” I 
lived through it, and then I did it 
again, making the film! I’m 32 
now so that’s a long enough time 
ago that I had to do some research. 
I went back though all our letters 
from high school, I called old 
friends and asked them. Do you 
remember when 1 came out, what 
happened? I looked at all my jour¬ 
nal entries, I really plumbed the 
depths. And then we started to get 
the footage back and I was horri¬ 
fied. I thought, this is so emotion¬ 
al and unabashedly romantic. I 
consider myself polificized, didac¬ 
tic, opinionated, a hardcore lezzie 
feminist from way back, and then 
1 end up with this movie that’s so 
sweet, and I was really afraid. I 
thought. I’m wearing my heart on 
my sleeve here and everybody’s 
going to see it. But that’s how I 
felt, that’s how it was.

Inquiring dyke minds want to 
know - what about the girl you 
dedicated the film to, the relation¬ 
ship that inspired this film? 

I was nineteen. 1 was the Evie 
character. She was Randy, a work¬ 
ing-class, tomboy “rock star.” She 
never went to college. 1 went on to 
college, and we kept our relation¬ 
ship going that whole time, all 
though college, four years. She 
was working as a bartender in 
D.C., and I was at Smith 
[Northampton, Massachusetts]. 
We’re still friends. She saw the 
film at the New York Film Festival 
and she went out and got very 
drunk afterwards (laughs]. That’s 
how I knew she remembered some 
stuff. She knew I was making a 
movie [about the relationship], but 


I worked in documentary for a 
long time. I was in ACT UP [New 
York] at the very beginning in 
1987, and lived a very politicized 
life. I had done a lot of political 
journalism, bordering on propa¬ 
ganda. Then two key things hap¬ 
pened: I lost a lot of friends to 
AIDS in a very short time, and I 
fell in love with someone who is 
not political in the same way [as I 
was]. And those two things com¬ 
bined made me think. What am I 
doing, how am I going to express 
all these feelings? So I applied to 
film school in 1990, and .started 
dealing with narrative. And all my 
films were really funny. I realized 
that the human experience is 
comic, it’s not always “pretty” 
funny, but it is funny. And I’m fas¬ 
cinated by that. ▼

Evie drives her expensive Range 
Rover into the gas station where 
Randy works, it’s love at first 
sight. When they trade confi¬ 
dences in the girl’s bathroom at 
school, and share both an illicit 
smoke and the detention hall con¬ 
sequences, the pact of their incip¬ 
ient friendship is sealed. They 
dance around each other with all 
the anticipatory glee and delicious 
nervousness of young love in 
bloom, but with an added frisson 
of forbidden queerness. 

For Randy, this poses more of 
a practical problem than an identi¬ 
ty issue. Living in a chosen fami¬ 
ly with a lesbian aunt, her aunt’s 
partner and her down-on-her-luck 
ex-girlfriend, Randy has more 
problems dealing with the spo¬ 
radic attentions of a neurotic 
blonde bombshell tease and 
scholastic and social alienation at 
school than her gay identity. 
Popular, smart Evie, however, has 
to grapple with the implications of 
falling in love with another girl, 
and the inevitable fallout from her 
cloying, over-identified mother 
and abandonment by her snooty 
girl-gang friends. 

The film plays with some 
clever reversals - sophisticated, 
heady, abstract Evie is accused by 
her cast-off boyfriend of over- 
intellectualizing their relationship, 
a neat twist on conventional gen¬ 
der notions of emotionality vs. 
reserve. And of course, Evie’s 
being black yet firmly ensconced 
in a class station above white- 
trash Randy upends stereotypes. 

Subtle emanations of these 


bigger issues - specifically, race 
and class difference - emerge 
timidly but are not explored in any 
depth. Evie educates Randy in the 
finer things of life - classical 
music, gourmet food and wine, 
poetry; meanwhile, Randy 
“unshelters” Evie to the harsh 
realities of homophobia and the 
tender imperative of bodily desire. 
The film builds on their tentative 
courtship and delayed gratifica¬ 
tion until the sensitively portrayed 
breaking point, which is followed 
by a series of screwball comedy 
coincidences that leave the two 
girls making a bravura adolescent 
stand against the forces - family, 
school, society, the future - that 
conspire to come between them. 

Two Girls is well-crafted - its 
studious attention to set design, 
high production standards, and 
good narrative pacing are note¬ 
worthy. The acting of Laurel 
Hollomon as Randy and Nicole 
Parker as Evie is equally notewor¬ 
thy. The film falls squarely in the 
realm of that classic Hollywood 
genre, the light romantic comedy, 
here tweaked with a very gentle 
queer twist. Taken on those terms, 
this sweet, funny, good-natured 
film is a smash success. Even - 
perhaps especially - if the throes 
of “first love” are but vague mem¬ 
ories for you, the film is well 
worth a viewing, if only to relive 
the exquisite sexual tension and 
excruciating anticipation of young 
love. T

crime and it really did happen, 
and I think we need to try and 
understand these things. The 
challenge is if people can watch 
it and say, “Oh, I sort of under¬ 
stand how that could have hap¬ 
pened,” rather than just think it’s 
something ghoulish that one 
would read in the paper and say, 
“Ooh, aren’t people awful.” 


At the Lesbian/Gay Film 
Festival screening, people sym¬ 
pathized so much they nearly 
cheered when the murdering 
starts. 

I’m not at all surprised that 
people cheer - and that has hap¬ 
pened before, that people whoop 
for joy that she’s [Madame] 
finally getting it. She’s become 
such a symbol of tyranny. What 
was interesting about the 
response was the audience really 
understood about female tyran¬ 
ny: that a mother saying the tini¬ 
est little thing to her daughter is 
meant to destroy the daughter. 
They really understood that ter¬ 
rible thing of a mother having 
this incredible power over you. 


Fve never seen a film where 
that level of psychological ten¬ 
sion is established and main¬ 
tained throughout. 

It’s a life-and-death situation. 
When people read the script, 
they thought, “There’s no ten¬ 
sion in it.” And I thought, “Well, 
they can’t imagine that serving a 
meal could be like a mine field.” 
But we rehearsed it as if a bomb 
was going to go off: if some¬ 
thing went wrong, their lives 
would be over. That’s how you 
create the tension. Obviously, 
you’ve got to have a wonderful 
editor in order to keep that. We 
ended up with David Stiven, 
who had done Mad Max, and 
this was brilliant, because that’s 
what those films were about: to 
get that sort of knife-edge terror 
and keep it tight. 


Is there any one element more 
important than the others? 


You do need to ask yourself if 
the murder would have hap¬ 
pened if they hadn’t been having 
a sexual relationship and they 
hadn’t been discovered. We 
don’t know what went on in 
those four walls. It’s all conjec¬ 
ture. But if Madame and Isabelle 
came back and actually did find 
them in bed together one day 
and if Madame said, “I will 
destroy you, you’ll never work 
again, you’ll never be able to be 
with your sister again,” I could 
imagine that somebody like 
Christine would think, “No, I 
will destroy you.” She said at the 
trial, “I said, ‘I will have 
Madame’s skin before she will 
have mine.’” 


Do you see the murder as a 
matricide or as a revolutionary 
act? 

When she was little, the 
mother couldn’t stand the fact 
that Christine cried so much, so 
she put her out to a wet nurse. 
Then she put her out to relatives. 
Then she put her in a convent. 
Then she went into service. To 
me, it’s the story of somebody 
who’s unloved and gets caught 
up in this power struggle in this 
house. It’s exacerbated by this 
strange world of domestic tyran¬ 
ny. It’s a combination of events. 
But I don’t think it’s a political 
act: “every maid wants to mur¬ 
der her mistress.” Christine 
seemed to be very proud that she 
was such a good maid, and that 
Madame was so demanding. 
Certainly at the trial she insisted 
she had nothing against her. 
She’d always been treated well, 
fed well and paid well. 


How does this fdm compare 
to Genet’s Maids 

Genet was about power - 
sexual and financial power, mas¬ 
ter/servant relationships and all 
of that. Whereas this is a much 
more precise piece of story¬ 
telling. The Genet was exploring 
a theme, whereas this is tiying to 
understand a moment in time, a 
terrible moment of violence. 


You ’re not a lesbian. 
No. 


What does it mean for you, 
having your film in the L&GFF? 

I was very surprised it’s so 
popular with lesbians, because 
I never thought of it as lesbian. 
I don’t think L6a, in particular, 
is lesbian, because she’s just 
having a sexual awakening and 
anybody of interest would be 
fair game for her. That’s what I 
was concentrating on: whether 
we could believe in that level 
of innocence. It seemed com¬ 
pletely irrelevant whether they 
were sisters or not sisters, 
whether they were both female, 
or male and female. Because 
they weren’t choosing not to 
have men, they weren’t even 
choosing to have women, they 
were just going with sexual 
feelings. I don’t think it’s 
specifically lesbian, because 
it’s sexual feelings between 
two people - who happen to be 
lesbian, okay, but it’s not a 
choice. It’s just a completely 
natural occurrence, devoid of 
any syntax. 


Your approach has produced 
a film that doesn’t reduce to any 
one simple explanation. 

I abhor simple things. To me, 
the challenge is to get the multi¬ 
plicity and the ambivalence. 
Chekhov is my great hero. It’s 
always about: in the midst of 
loving something, you’re full of 
rage. That’s what’s fascinating 
about human nature: the oppo¬ 
site is always present. I would 
loathe it if it was some sort of 
idea or explanation or illustra¬ 
tion, because then it wouldn’t be 
real. That relationship between 
those girls is tender and beauti¬ 
ful and horrific and sick. But 
why shouldn’t sick things be 
tender and beautiful? Why 
should they be either this or 
that? I wouldn’t judge it. I’d just 
say it’s all true. ▼

rom the moment we see 
' Madame Danzard seated 

in her parlor reading a 
"" : letter while three young 

women stand waiting and a big 
tick-tock underscores a terrible 
provincial ennui, we know we 
have penetrated an interior as 
volatile as it is hermetic. 
Chekhov said if you bring a gun 
onstage, sooner or later, it’s got 
to go off. Similarly, the pent-up 
frustrations established from the 
get-go in Sister My Sister must 
find release. And it won’t be 
pretty when they do. 

Based on the true and truly 
bizarre 1933 double murder of a 
bourgeoise and her daughter by 
their two live-in servants (who 
were sisters and lovers as well as 
impeccable domestics), director 
Nancy Meckler’s film debut 
constitutes a next-to-flawless 
imagining of the physical and 
emotional terrain whose defini¬ 
tive implosion is triggered by an 
overheated iron, a blown fuse 
and a scorched satin blouse. 

Anyone looking for a simple 
solution, pathological or ideo¬ 
logical, to this taboo-rattling 
tragedy will be surprised by 
this film’s irreducible complex¬ 
ity. The murder remains a mys¬ 
tery. Playwright Wendy 
Kesselman, who adapted her 
own play for the screen, did a 
great job getting out of the way 
of some fabulous material, 
thereby rescuing the real-life 
Papin sisters from the celebrat¬ 
ed obscurity into which Jean 
Genet’s 1947 trivializing fanta¬ 
sia Les Bonnes had thrust them. 
Names have been changed and 
the Monsieur written out of the 
drama, but otherwise the 
stranger-than-fiction facts have 
been exhumed and the hell of 
life in Le Mans evoked with 
mordant precision. 


Yin and Yang 

After that scene in the parlor, 
when Madame hires Lea as 
housemaid to her elder sister 
Christine’s cook, we watch the 
two sides to this story almost 
like a game of tennis doubles. 
On one side, there’s Julie 
Walters’ tyrannical madame, at 
once farcical and pitiful. She 
keeps her spinster daughter 
Isabelle (Sophie Thursfield) 
close at hand, the way a cat 
keeps a mouse. On the other, 
there’s Joely Richardson’s mag¬ 
nificent Christine, a paranoid 
workaholic, as passionate as she 
is repressed, as fucked-up as she 
is pious. Her love for L^a (Jodhi 
May), a slower-witted but indis¬ 
pensable soul mate, drives 
Christine to dare dream for 
things beyond her gender, class 
and possibly even her psycho¬ 
logical profile. 

In a funny/dreadful birthday 
party sequence, Madame pre¬ 
sents her lonely daughter with a 
double portrait of just the two of 
them. Christine instantly, secret¬ 
ly decides she and L6a will have 
the same treat from the same 
photographer. (Such a double 
portrait of the Papin sisters real¬ 
ly does exist, here faithfully 
reenacted down to the marcelle 
waves in their hair.) This class- 
unconscious usurpation of their 
employers’ privilege demon¬ 
strates the maids’ dignity, estab¬ 
lishing an equivalency between 
the two couples that’s in fatal 
contradiction to their assigned 
roles in the house. 

In addition to class conflict, 
there’s a losing battle being 
fought by the sexless but 
respectable Danzards to keep a 
lid on eroticism, while the 
Papins explore the heights and 
depths of carnal pleasure, laced 
with psychological torture. 
Viewers can scan many a screen

without witnessing as sexy a 
submission as Lea’s to Christine 

- in the kitchen! - when she 
tears off the lace collar and cuffs 
that are her pride, humbling her¬ 
self before her sister/mistress, 
who responds by shoving her 
face into the juncture of Lea’s 
legs. 

Obviously, something’s got 
to give. As much as she loves 
Madame’s power and perfec¬ 
tionism, Christine must ascend 
to her own authority. The house 

- the psyche - simply isn’t big 
enough for the both of them. 
Given the givens, there’s maybe 
only one way this no-exit could 
end. Anyway, we know how it 
did end: with the kind of cir¬ 
cumstantial detail that would be 
hard to invent and, once we 
know the consequences, is 
impossible to laugh away. That a 
malfunctioning electric iron 
becomes an object of terror, and 
the understandable “motive” for 
a gruesome carving-up of bod¬ 
ies, is a tribute to the skill and 
compassion with which the film 
portrays its two anti-heroines’ 
dilemma. 

Beyond an accurate recon¬ 
struction of time, place and 
costume (which this British 
production does to perfection). 
Sister My Sister comes alive as 
a war that must be fought to 
the death with every means 
available - here, now and 
always. Meckler’s respectful 
but courageous, even righteous 
reenactment of la passion 
Papin lifts this story to the 
level of archetype. Christine 
and L^a emerge as unwitting 
champions of the lesbian uni¬ 
versal, not only by their same- 
sex eroticism, but by their 
rejection of inauthentic female 
authority and their struggle to 
create genuine, woman-cen¬ 
tered agency. Their failure still 
sends shivers down the spine. 
If this film doesn’t haunt you, 
you’re not human. ▼

But it is all about comedy, after 
all, and through the strain of trying 
to be funny, Capurro is learning 
more about himself and his come¬ 
dy.

I’m sick of trying to be the 
nice little gay boy. You know: T’m 
sorry I’m gay. Here’s my little 
story.’ I’m also getting much more 
conversational, less planned. I 
play with the audience.

What is not so great about the 
U.K., he says, are the living condi¬ 
tions. “Britain stinks, it’s old, it’s 
dirty, no one cares, no one wants 
to make their lives any better and 
the food’s bad,” Capurro says. 
“Britons aren’t on the ego train the 
way we Americans are, though. 
People seem happy with their 
standard of living. They’re happy 
with no car and no money. It dis¬ 
turbs me because I’m American 
and that means I’ve gotta have 
more. I’ve gotta make more. It’s 
frustrating, but the more I visit 
England, the less it bothers me and 
the more I admire that quality.” 

But could Capurro ever actual¬ 
ly cut the cord and live in 
England? “No,” he says. “I’m too 
much of a baby. I’m spoiled. I’m 


the third child of three kids in a 
Mafia family. I’m used to being 
comfortable. I miss my cotton 
sheets, my computer and my gym 
with all the cute college boys.” 

Though it’s only a short stint, 
Capurro is thrilled to be back at 
Josie’s where his career began. 
And he has no worries about his 
audiences coming out to support 
his Love and Affection Tour, which 
mines quintessential Capurro ter¬ 
ritory: love and relationships. 

“Gay audiences are very 
loyal,” he gushes. “They’re smart 
and loyal. They know I have to 
travel. They don’t take it personal¬ 
ly. I did a set at Josie’s the other 
night and they seemed to go with 
my stuff, and I’m pretty bitter and 
evil.” It’s nice to know that some 
things never change. V

Fetching ‘Fidelio’

eethoven’s only opera, 
Fidelio, is a work often 
enjoyed by music lovers 
who do not usually like 
opera. Its passionate tale of free¬ 
dom winning over tyranny and 
love triumphing over all, set to 
some of Beethoven’s most soul¬ 
stirring music, made it an appro¬ 
priate addition to the San 
Francisco Symphony’s commem¬ 
oration of the founding of the 
United Nations. 

Though the performance last 
Thursday (part of the SF 
Symphony’s Beethoven and 
Mozart Festival) was decidedly 
uneven, there were enough high 
points to make one grateful to 
have been there. 

Without a doubt Ben Heppner 
as Florestan and Hildegard 
Behrens as his wife, Leonore, pro¬ 
vided most of the thrills. In a quar¬ 
ter century of hearing Fidelio 
rather regularly in various the¬ 
aters, I have never heard Florestan 
sung so beautifully and so secure¬ 
ly. Heppner conveyed all of the 
part’s emotion without resorting 
to barking, and his overwhelming 
performance of the big tenor aria 
literally brought tears to my eyes. 
Hearing such a healthy helden- 
tenor voice in its prime, especially 
one used so musically, is one of 
the rarest events in opera. Any 
opera company that is on the ball 
moves heaven and earth to present 
Heppner each season. 

At this stage of Behrens’ career 
her undeniably exciting perfor¬ 


mances are often a triumph of 
determination and drama over 
vocal deficiencies. A decade of 
singing heavy dramatic-soprano 
roles nature never intended her to 
sing has taken its toll, a fact that 


became noticeable at the begin¬ 
ning of Thursday’s performance 
where the soprano often sounded 
husky, under pitch, and seemed to

SF Opera Reveals 
Plans for ’96/’97 Season 


by Paul Thomason 

he San Francisco Opera 
has announced that per¬ 
formances of its 1996-97 
season will take place in 
the Civic Auditorium and the 
Orpheum Theatre while the War 
Memorial Opera House undergoes 
seismic renovation. The company 
will offer its usual nine operas in a 
season running September 
through February rather than the 
current September through 
December season. 

At a press conference last 
week at the Sir Francis Drake 
Hotel, company officials said 
Verdi’s Aida and Bizet’s Carmen 
are two of the six operas to be 
given at the Civic. Harvey Milk is 
one of a trio to be staged at the 
Orpheum. (Further repertoire and 
casting will be announced later.) 

Placido Domingo will return 
for a concert at the Civic 
Auditorium on October 20, 1996, 
and in June 1996 the company 
will present a four-week run of 
Puccini’s La Boheme at the 
Orpheum. Boheme will be per¬ 
formed seven times weekly by a 
triple cast. 

Moving from the roughly 
3,200-seat War Memorial Opera 
House with its traditional prosce¬ 
nium stage into the 4,500-seat 
Civic Auditorium (which does not 
have an orchestra pit) presents the 
company with numerous chal¬ 
lenges. “It gives us an opportunity 
to stretch the art form [of opera] 
itself,” General Director Lotfi 
Mansouri said more than once at 
the press conference. 

Mansouri pointed out that 
when the SF Opera moves into the 
Civic Auditorium on August 6, 
1996 (one month before its season 


there opens), “We are getting four 
walls, that’s it.” The company will 
construct a basic setting con¬ 
ceived by Mansouri and resident 
designer Gerard Howland consist¬ 
ing of a three-quarter-in-the-round 
thrust stage three feet off the 
floor, which will bring performers 
to within eight feet of the first row 
of the audience. The distance from 
the apron of the stage to the back 
of the Civic will be only 140 feet, 
comparable to sitting in the Grand 
Tier at the War Memorial. 

Flanking the thrust stage will 
be two large projection screens, 
approximately 50 feet wide and 
25 feet tall (roughly the size of the 
current Opera House proscenium 
opening, officials pointed out). 
The bottom part of the screen will 
be used for English supertitles, the 
rest will be available for close-ups 
of the performers, scenic projec¬ 
tions, or for whatever purposes a 
designer wishes to employ them. 
A 50-foot turntable will also be 
installed. 

The most radical part of the 
Civic Auditorium’s environment 
will be placement of the orchestra. 
Company officials said it was 
impossible to excavate a tradition¬ 
al orchestra pit in the floor of the 
Civic, and placing the orchestra 
on the floor itself would entail 
building a stage so high that the 
sightlines for hundreds of seats 
would be destroyed. So the 
orchestra will be behind the stage 
on an elevated platform, with an 
acoustical shell behind it and a 
scrim between the orchestra and 
stage. Singers and conductor will 
see each other on video monitors 
(which will ring the edges of the 
stage) and loudspeakers by the 
conductor will allow him to hear

the singers. 

“This is a placement that has been used very suc¬ 
cessfully in a number of venues such as nightclubs 
and some Broadway productions,” said Glenn Plott, 
SF Opera Director of Productions. 

Throughout the press conference Mansouri empha¬ 
sized that the SF Opera is attempting to recreate the 
same physical environment as many European opera 
festivals, citing specifically “the Orange Festival in 
France where I have worked [as a stage director] and 
the Verona Festival where I will be working this sum¬ 
mer.” (At both outdoor festivals the orchestra is seat¬ 
ed between the stage and the audience.) 

Mansouri said all singers and conductors engaged 
for the season know of the special layout. There will 
be no prompter. 

He also emphasized that moving into the Civic 
Auditorium with its new possibilities for multi-media, 
futuristic productions will attract a new audience to 
opera, people now “intimidated” by the War 
Memorial Opera House but who feel at home in the 
Civic because of its frequent use by rock/pop per¬ 
formers. 

Though there will be no standing room at the 
Civic, about 1,300 seats will be available “at a very 
low price, $15 or $20,” said Mansouri. “And since 


kids pay - what? $30, $35 - for the cheapest seat for 
a rock concert, they will be getting a real bargain.” 

The general director added that some board mem¬ 
bers were so enthusiastic about the new environment 
at the Civic Auditorium and its staging possibilities 
“they asked why we would want to move back into the 
War Memorial at all.” (A few months ago this same 
board wanted to discuss limiting operas to no more 
than two and a half hours in an effort to save money. 
Any opera running longer than that would be cut. To 
Mansouri’s eternal credit, he refused to seriously con¬ 
sider the idea.) 

Though the viability of this design can only truly 
be known once it is in operation, taking away the 
instant, one-on-one visual communication between 
conductor and performer - one of the most essential 
elements of an operatic performance - would seem to 
seriously hamper credible musical realization of the 
work. 

One of the most telling moments at the press con¬ 
ference occurred about halfway through when 
Mansouri returned to the podium and said, “I forgot to 
mention before, but our company music director, 
Donald Runnicles, was also an integral part of the 
team which developed this design.” The only mention 
of Runnicles in the accompanying press kit (which 
went into detail about members of the team responsi¬ 
ble for the Civic Auditorium plans) was that his con¬ 
tract, along with Mansouri’s, had been extended 
through the end of the century. T

have trouble moving from one 


vocal register to another. The top 
of Behrens’ voice has always been 
its glory and when she sings loud¬ 
ly it still has a thrilling laser-like 
quality, which she put to excep- 
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tionally good use in the dungeon 
scene confronting the evil Pizarro 
(Richard Paul Fink.) 

Short of having a baritone ver¬ 
sion of Birgit Nilsson, Pizarro is 
probably a role that is impossible 
to truly bring off. Fink coped 
admirably. His voice has real pres¬ 
ence at the bottom and he was not 
taxed by the high notes. In addi¬ 
tion, he phrased carefully, making 
the most of such moments as his 
descending solo phrase “nie mehr 
verwegen sein!” in the first act 
finale. 

Also of unusual interest was 
Amy Burton as Marzelline. Her 
clear, even voice has real presence. 
But someone should have told her 
that using a score for the ensem¬ 
bles but turning to put it on a chair 
for her aria is entirely too coy. 

‘ The most frustrating part of the 
evening was conductor Christoph 
Eschenbach’s uneven perfor¬ 
mance. The wonderfully spacious 
pacing of the adagio section of the 
Fidelio overture was promising, 
but the orchestral attacks were 
often ragged, and he was unable to 
get the SF Symphony to play with 
rubato, following the singers 
exactly. Two of the supreme musi¬ 
cal moments of the score - the 
first act quartet “Mir ist so wun- 
derbar,” and the Prisoners’ Chorus 
- went for naught. (The quartet 
fell apart and the Prisoners’ 
Chorus was taken at such a quick 
clip it had no power.) 

The orche.stra’s finest moment 
was its playing of the Leonore 
Overture No.3 between scenes of 
Act II. However, Beethoven never 
intended the work to go there. Its 
placement can sometimes be justi¬ 
fied in the opera house because of 
the need to change sets, but its 
placement there ruins the dramatic 
arch of the act and is inexcusable. 

Also inexcusable was the dele¬ 
tion of one of the greatest 
moments in opera, the short dia¬ 
logue between Florestan and 
Leonore at the end of the dungeon 
scene just after the couple has 
been reunited. “Oh my Leonore, 
what have you done for me?” asks 
Florestan. “Nothing, my 
Florestan!” This cut was particu¬ 
larly heinous since patrons had the 
full libretto printed in their pro¬ 
grams and the house lights were 
bright enough to follow it. 

Others in the cast were Franz- 
Josef Selig as Rocco; Gregory 
Cross, Jaquino; Richard Zeller, 
Don Fernando. Vance George’s 
San Francisco Symphony Chorus 
sang well. What a joy to hear such 
a large chorus sing the final scene 
of the opera. Chorus members 
Cory Winter and Steven Rogino 
were quite effective as the First 
and Second Prisoner. Werner 
Klemperer read Ian Strasfogel’s 
narration for the opera, which, 
unfortunately, was heavy on wink- 
wink, nudge-nudge humor. ▼

A Bittersweet Life

% anis Ian has been swim- 
, : ming upstream for sever- 
' / al decades now, offering 
< both poignant observa¬ 
tions and social commentary with 
her music. In 1992, Ian also came 
out of the closet. With her new 
album. Revenge, Ian once again 
demonstrates the power of her 
writing and the unfortunately 
pedestrian nature of her vocal pre¬ 
sentation. 

The opening cut “Ready for 
the War” presents love as war in a 
sexy and restrained ballad that 
works as a sophisticated counter¬ 
point to the theme of the song. 
Ian’s lyrical gifts once again come 
to the forefront in “Stolen Fire,” a 
song about infidelity and betrayal 
that rises above the ordinary. As a 
writer, Ian has a way of not only 
describing the specific, but taking 
it several steps further to illumi¬ 
nate the universal. Her gift for 
irony surfaces in the jazzy 
“Ruby,” the story of a hooker. A 
saxophone accompaniment slyly 
leads the listener to Ian’s piercing 
summation, “Some sell their bod¬ 
ies for dimes, while others marry 
for the house and the jewelry. It’s 
a real thin line what you charge 
for your time.” 


“Davy,” a bag lady lament, is a 
bittersweet remembrance that 
recalls Ian’s wonderful ballad, 
“Some People’s Lives,” which 
Bette Midler made the title cut of 
one of her albums. But the real 
stand-out on Revenge is “When 
Angels Cry.” Although she never 
utters the word, it is perfectly 
clear that Ian is talking about 
AIDS. It is a song with so many 
meanings it would be impossible 
to describe them all without writ¬ 
ing an essay. Ian steps to the plate 
many times, but she doesn’t hit 
home runs like this one very often. 

On Revenge, Ian’s soprano is 
frequently surrounded by some 
full-throttle instrumentation that 
leaves her sounding like a cross 
between the Indigo Girls and 
Carole King. In spite of her strong 
voice and good diction, a clearly 
identifiable Janis Ian “sound” 
does not emerge. As a singer, she 
is both thoroughly competent and 
singularly unexciting. Yet as a 
writer she frequently ascends into 
the stratosphere. This is the bless¬ 
ing and the curse of Ian’s work, 
and the reason her devout fans are 
destined to remain small in num¬ 
ber. Revenge is another portfolio 
piece in the Janis Ian catalog that 
should produce a rich harvest for 
other recording artists. T
